CALL TO RESTORE, DEVELOP PARTY'S POLITICAL WORK

Tradition of Political Work") 


{[Text) It is the fifth anniversary of the demise of our beloved Premier 
Thou Enlai. The study of his great writings, the cherishing of his glorious 
achievements and the carrying on of his outstanding ideology are our best 
memotials to Premier Zhou. 


In 1938, during the crucial period of the war of resistance, Premier Zhou 
wrote an article entitled "Political Work of the Army of Resistance" 
directed against the mistaken tendency within the party to neglect political 
work. In the article, he brilliantly expounded the importance of political 
work to revolution, as well as its mission and methods. The article has an 
important guiding significance for our present work and touches those who 
read it today. 


Premier Zhou pointed out that: “Revolutionary political work which takes 
revolutionism as its basis is the life line and spirit of all revolutionary 
troops." When the Chinese people are in a life and death situation, "only 
by developing revolutionary political work of the great revolutionary period" 
can the army and people of the entire country, from the leadership down to the 
masses, with one mind, the army and people acting as an organic whole, be 
billed with the confidence of victory in the war of resistance, hope for the 
brightness of national liberation and firmly unite, not fear or difficulties 
and complications, not threatened or threats induced and not be confused by 
dissension and, gain the final victory in the war of resistance." The 
successes of the new democratic revolution and the experience of socialist 
construction tell us that political work is the fundamental way to carry out 
party leadership and that the victories of revolution and construction are 
inseparable from the guaranteeing of political work. At a turning point in 
history, in the midst of difficulties and hardships, these profound instruc- 
tions by Premier Zhou that revolutionary political work creates "one of the 
reasons for miracles" are absolutely true. During the "Cultural Revolution" 
because Lin Biao and the “gang of four" used false Marxism to deceive then, 
people were seriously confused regarding ideological theory. Especially 
because as their insanity destroyed the fine tradition of the party's 
political work and transformed political work into "formalism and religious 














ritual” into a fuseciat tool for “rectifying people," which they did great harm 
to the reputation of the party's political work. In the opinions of some 
people, Marxist theory seems to be ineffective and political work useless. 
There are others who doubt the power of political work and think that now 
there are many ideological problems because of the many real problems and, 

if the real problem are not resolved, no matter how much political work is 
done it is useless. Still other people have blind faith that "the system is 
all-powerful" or "money is all-powerful," and attempt to only rely on rewards 
and punishments prescribed by the system to resolve ideological problems, 

and depend on monetary rewards to arouse enthusiasm. Because of the above 
mentioned reasons, the party's political work has been greatly weakened in 
many areas. The various influences of the remnants of feudalism, capitalism 
bent solely on profit, benefiting of oneself at the expense of others, 
liberalization tendencies, as well as anarchism and extreme individualism 
have also developed extensively because of this, now because of the real 

harm done by relaxing or abandoning ideological political work, we should 

be clear headed, sum up lessons and again recognize the importance of political 
work, and restore and develop the party's fine tradition of political work. 


At present, we are in the process of replacing the new for the old, doing 

away with the old and setting up the new, and further readjusting the 

national economy. We must not only solve the problems left over from "10 years 
of turmoil” and the existing problems of "17 years," but must also explore, 

test and follow a path of modernization suitable to the conditions of our 
nation. During this period, it will be difficult to avoid mistakes and set- 
backs. When replacing the old for the new there will be a particularly large 
number of problems in people's thinking and it will be necessary that various 
ideological trends simultaneously exist. Especially the party Central Committee's 
policies on further readjusting the national economy in particul-r are funda- 
mental changes in the guiding economic ideology. They affect the situation 
as a whole, have influence in each area, and are extremely difficult work. 
Actual problems and ideological problems may also increase. We have already 
foreseen some of these problems but others cannot yet be predicted. During 
this particular historical period, the vigorous strengthening of party political 
work is urgently and seriously brought before each level of the party organiza- 
tion. In order to realize the tremendous task of readjusting the national 
economy on a foundation of stability and unity, we must uphold the principle 

of ideology taking the lead, boldly carry out extensive, penetrating and 
painstaking political and ideological work inside and outside of the party, 
educate the cadres and masses to clearly understand our situation and mission, 
correctly handle difficulties encountered while advancing, understand the 
significance of further readjustment, cast off the fetters of "leftist" 
ideology, resolutely implement the party line, principles and policies after 

the Third Plenary Session of the party Central Committee and maintain political 
unity with the center; educate the cadres and masses to uphold the four basic 
principles, correctly understand the various ideological trends now emerging, 
consciously carry out resolute struggle with all erroneous tendencies that run 
counter to the four basic principles, correctly handle the relationship of the 
nation, collective and individual, take the overall situation as important, 
strictly observe laws and discipline, safeguard stability and unity and the 
lively political situation; educate all of the comrades in the party to rely 











firmly on the masses and share their comforts and hardships, resolutely correct 
the various types of bureaucratism and unhealthy tendencies that s parate them 
from the masses, be a model in politics, ideology and action for all the people; 
discuss ideology, faith, morals, discipline, principles, :elations between 
comrades, propaganda, restore and develop the spirit of Yan'an and the 
pioneering spirit or the initial post-liberation period, inspire all the 

people with the revolutionary war to goall out tomove upward and to surmount 

all difficulties, We need only to thoroughly eliminate the pernicious influence 
of "leftist" ideology, truly make political and ideological work scientific, 
and practically and effectively open up, and cause all members of the party 

and the whole nation, with one heart and mind, to suffer and struggle in order 
to overcome latent dangers, continue to develop the excellent situation and 

win new and even greater victories.

ARTICLE DISCUSSES HUA GUOFPENG'S POLITICAL DECLINE

[Text] On New Year's Day of 1981 the Central Committee of the Chinese 
Communist Party held a luncheon presided over by Hu Yaobang. Hua 
Guofensz, about whom there are rumors of resignation, did not 
attend. It appears that his political future is not optomistic. 


On October 7, 1976 he assumed the positions of Party Chairman, Chair- 
man of the Military Affairs Commission and Premier of the State 
Council. Last year, at the Fourth Session of the Fifth People's Con- 
Sultative Congress he resigned the duties of Premier and subsequently 
departed the post of Party Chairman. Hua Guofeng has probably already 
lost his position in China's highest realms of power. 


Nhy were Hua Guofeng's political horizons limited to only four years 
of glory? Just what mistakes did he make? Let us make an analysis from 
the aspects of politics and economics. 


The Constant Shadow of Mao Zedong 


Politically, Hua Guofeng was always under the shadow of Mao Zedong and 
he not only invoked the cult of the individual but also set up re- 
strictionson the criticism of Mao. 


In October of 1976, immediately after smashing the gang of four, Hua 
Guofens presided over the meeting of the Central Committee of the CCP 
which decided to immediately publish volume five of the Selected Works 
of Mao Zedong ani to construct the Mao Zedong Memorial Hall. At that 
time Hua Guofeng pointed out, “Volume Five of the Selected Works of 
Mao Zedong makes deep criticism of the ' of four’ and is of 
extremely great leadership significance in our Party *onstruction, 
construction of our socialist revolution and in socialist construction. 
It also has extremely great significance on the international level.” 
After the gang of four was removed from power he immediately made the 
publication of the Selected Works of Chairman Mao into his first great 
task, which shows his extreme faith in the “remaini. ; prestige” of 








Mao Zedong. Actually, he wasted great amounts of capital and man- 
power in constructing the Mao Zedong Memorial Hall, and the push to 
complete construction by the first anniversary of Mao's death on 
September 9, 1977 also was his idea. 


Hua's Worship of Mao Zedong 


Why did Hua Guofeng have such great respect for Mao Zedong? After the 
publication of volume five of the Selected Works of Mao Zedong, his 
article titled BA WUCHAN JIEJI ZHUANZHENGXIADE JIXU GEMING JINXING 

DAO DI--XUEXI "MAO ZEDONG XUANJI* DIWUJUAN [FULLY CARRY OUT THE CON- 
TINUING REVOLUTION UNDER THE LEADERSHIP OF THE PROLETARIAN DICTATOR- 
SHIP--STUDY VOLUME FIVE OF ‘THE SELECTED WORKS OF MAO ZEDONG' ]. This 
article said, “Our great leader and teacher Chairman Mao Zedong was 
the founder of our Party, our armed forces and our People's Republic. 
He is the greatest follower of Marx-Leninism in this era. For over 
half a century Chairman Mao personally led the Chinese revolution. 
Chairman Mao united the general theories of Marx-Leninism with the 
concrete practices of the revolution and during each successive stage 
of the Chinese revolution he formulated the Party's correct line, 
direction and policy.... The succession of victories in the democratic 
revolution and the socialist revolution should be attributed to the 
leadership of Chairman Mao.... We must lift high and firmly uphold 
and protect the banners of Chairman Mao to enable our revolutionary 
enterprises to continue under under the leadership of Mao Zedong 

1 and victorously advance along Chairman Mao's revolutionary 
line. 





Because Hua Guofeng held Mao in such esteem and regarded him as 
entirely correct in all matters, Hua‘'s political line therefore follow- 
ed the political line of Mao Zedong in all respects. 


Who is the Leader of the “Whatever Faction"? 


Nang Dongxing, Wu De, Ji Dengkui and Chen Xilian were called the 
“little gang of four,” and early in 1980 were relieved of their 
positions within the CCP. These four people age generally known as 
the “whatever faction.” They pay no attention to objective reality 
and instead place their faith in the saying "Whatever decisions are 
made by Chairman Mao we will firmly uphold and whatever directives 
Chairman \.ao issues we will carry through to the end.” Because of 
this they became known as the “whatever faction.” Some people believe 
that these four were backed by a powerful figure, none other than 

Hua Guofene. Hua is the highest ranking member of the “whatever 
faction.” What is the reason for saying this? The reason is because 
of Hua's superstitious belief in Mao Zedong and because he has the 
highest position within the CCP. This is the first reason. The second 
reason is because of his close relationship with Wang Dongxing and 
the others. He cnce told the RENMIN RIBAO of his displeasure with the 
Beijing Revolutionary Committee lel by Wu De for puting the lid on 
the Tiananmen Incident as Hua believed that they issued a warning 
where none was needed. The third reason is that in fact the expression 
the “two whatevers” came from Hua Guofeng in a meeting of the Central 
Committee of the CCP. 





Hua's Reluctance to Permit Criticism of Mao Zedong 


Because of Hua Guofeng's superstitious faith in Mao Zedong he was not 
at all enthusiastic about criticism of Mao or evaluation of the 
Great Cultural Revolution, or it may be said that he was somewhat 
reluctant. At any rate, he was just the opposite from Deng Xiaoping 
and Hu Yarco.ang in this respect. These two matters just happen to be 
the key issues which will decide whether or not the recent Chinese 
Communist thought liberation movement will or will not make any pro- 
“ress. 


Until July 26th of 1980 Hua Guofeng continuously refrained from ex- 
pressing his attitude toward criticism of Mao. At that time he made 
written replies to questions of a reporter of the Yugoslav news- 
paper XINSHI BAO (THE HERALD! and for the very first time made a clear 
expression of his evaluation of Mao Zedong. He said, "Comrade Mao 
Zedone without question is the greatest person in all of Chinese 
history. Whether in revolutionary theory or in contributions to cur 
revolutionary efforts there is no Chinese leader who stands before 
him. Of course, he was human and not a god and therefore could not 
help making mistakes.” “From 1958 until just before the Great Cultural 
Revolution our efforts were rather inadequate because we were im- 
patient for success in our economic work and in some problems made the 
mistake of enlarging the scope of the class struggle. Despite these 
problems, in general, the party line was correct." “During the ten 
years of the Great Cultural Revolution from the latter half of 1966 

to the latter half of 1976 the party made a number of heart-breaking 
serious mistakes." "Comrade Mao Zedong was Party Chairman when these 
mistakes were made so he of course is to be held responsible.” 





These words bv Hua Guofeng first of all mention errors made by Mao 
Zedong but * .».« no clear reference to them. He said, “with regard to 
some problemwsS an error was made in broadening the class struggle" but 
what were these problems? Hua Guofeng did not say. In terms of effec- 
tive results, the “anti-rightist struggle" of 1957 obviously meets the 
stantard of “broadening” and of the hundreds of thousands of greater 
and lesser rightists, over 90 percent were erroneously accused. This 
certainly was very severe “broadening,” but Hua Guofeng did make any 
cleer references. 


Second, Hua Guofeng's letter did not refer to the Great Leap Forward 
but only vaguely refered to a period of “urgent hope for success.” 
Nonetheless, from an economic viewpoint, the Great Leap Forward was a 
a major detour in China's economic development. 


Third, during the anti-rightist campaign of 1959 Peng Dehuai, Zhang 
ventian and others were rectified with the result that democratic life 
within the Party shriveled and moreover when Hua Guofeng wrote this 
the cases against Peng and Zhang had already been overthrown, however 


Hua's letter made no mention of an “anti-rightist campaign" error by 
Mao Zedone.

Four, The ten years of the Great Cultural Revolution starting in 

1966 were a great iisaster and this disaster was personally initiated 
and led by Mao Zedong. However, Hua Guofeng's letter avoided making 
any references to the direct responsibility of Mao Zedong, but only 
said that because Mao was Party Chairman that he would "naturally 
assume” that responsibility. Hua's letter also emphasized that Mao 
was ill in his later years and was both deceived and taken advantage 
of by the gang of four. This all avoids any discussion of the sub- 
stance of the problems and also does not accord with the objective 
facts. 


Following the Overturned Cart of the Great Leap Forward 


Nhen Hua Guofeng was in control of the State Council for the two 

years from 1976 to 1978 his economic work followed Mao Zedong's over- 
turned cart the "Great Leap Forward" in carrying out a line of rapid 
advances. This line is thoroughly demonstrated in the ten year plan to 
construct more than ten Daqing style enterprises and in his deifica- 
tion of Dazhai and Daqing. 


After smashing the gang of four Hua Guofeng had a succession of 
Slogans such as “make rapid advances" and “initial results in the 
first year an? great results in three years." In 1987 at the First 
Session of the Fifth National People's Congress he represented the 
State Council and offered a ten year plan. This enormous plan in- 
cluded the attaining of over 85 percent mechanization of agriculture, 
erains production of 800 billion jin, steel production of 60 million 
tons and the construction of ten-some Daqing oilfields. In this 
government work report he said, “With the implementation of this 

ten year plan the level of our economy and technology will have a 
huge transformation and there will be such a strong material base 
that we will have the energy to undergo three more five year plans 
to bring the Chinese national economy into the front ranks of inter- 
national economic progress.” 


In order to fulfill this plan and guarantee the goals of 800 billion 
jin of foodgrains and 60 billion tons of steel agriculture adopted 

the policy of “taking grains as the key link” and industry implemented 
the policy of “taking steel as the key link.” In terms of accumula- 
tion and consumption the former was emphasized and the latter was 
neglected. A great many other capital construction projects were 

begun by obtaining loans for the importation of huge amounts of 
foreign equipment. During these two years the Chinese economy took 

on the appearance of a ‘foreign leap forward.” 


China today has admited that these two years of economic construction 
were hasty and premature. Last year during the third session of the 
National People's Congress the ten year plan was rejected. This 
“foreign leap forward" of course does have its historical background 
and ideological sources, but Hua Guofeng cannot evade being its main 
— and cannot evade shouldering the brunt of the responsibi- 
lity. 

















Hua Continues to Promote Emulation of Daqing and Dazhai 


It should be pointed out that Hua Guofeng's ten year plan was formu- 
lated on the basis of Daqing and Dazhai. This is to say Hua followed 
the models of Daqing and Dazhai in formulating his ten year plan. His 
government work report to the First Session of the National People's 
Congress aid, “Chairman Mao planted these two great red banners of 
Daqing and Dazhai which are glorious models of the continuing revolu- 
tion under the proletarian dictatorship and the correct operation of 
socialist industry and agriculture. Over a 17 year period Daqing had 
crude oil production increases averaging 28 percent per year. Last 
year the Dazhai fooderain production averaged over 2,000 jin per 
person. If all our enterprises and brigades could be brought up to 
their Level what a welcome picture our national economy would present 
to the people. Leadership comrades of all levels should be thoroughly 
aware of the enor sous significance of the movement to learn from 
Jaqgin’ and Dazh . and should strongly increase their leadership efforts 
in the directic of more vigorous and more substantial implementation 
of this movemeni. wearning from Dazhai and learning from Daqing should 
not consist merely of making speeches and holding conferences but 
should consist of real and substantial actions. Even today some dis- 
tricts and some units are not truly learning but rather are half 
learning and half pretending to learn or even only pretending to learn. 
There also are some districts and units which have a tendency to down- 
grade the Daqing style enterprises and the Dazhai standards. Condi- 
tions such as these must quickly be rectified. We must adopt a death- 
defying revolutionary spirit and work vigorously to guarantee that 

by 19°0 one-third of our enterprises will be Daqing style enterprises 
and one-third of the counties will be Dazhai style counties.” Hua 
Guofeng's superstitious belief in Dazhai and Daqing are an extention 
of his supers'* tious belief in Mao Zedong. and also are a consequence 
of his fail to make investigations. 


Nhether or not Jaqing made false production reports has yet been 
proven, however according to the false armed forces report made by 

the Minister of the Petroleum Industry Song Zhenming [1345 2182 2494! 
regarding the "Sohai No. 2" incident, some of the Daqing practices are 
neither fair nor reasonable. For example, their methods of replacing 
science with idealism and speaking only of production goals while 
negiecting safety measures are clearly in error. Besides Daqing it- 
self, those so-called "Daqing style enterprises" engage in numerous 
malpractices, such as the “Wang Junshao [3769 0689 4801] Platoon" 

of the Anshan Steelworks which made false production reports and 
injured other types of "models." Another example is the Dagang Oil- 
field which operated according to the Daqing experiences and as a 
consequence suffered great losses. However, Hua Guofeng was unable to 
see the malpractices of Daqing and Dazhai and so repeatedly emphasized 
the Daqing spirit which then sent Chinese industrial developments off 
on a twisted path. 








Ae for Daghai, everyone is now aware that they made false production 
reporte. Moreover, their various ped wing practices have already 
been shown to be demonstrably leftist and to be harmful regarding 
atimulating the enthusiasm of the peasants. Promotion of the Dazhai 
— was extremely harmful to the development of Chinese agri- 
culture. 


Hua Guofeng as a Product of the Times 


The above materials refer to Hua Guofeng's political and economic 
mistakes, some of which were derived from the opinions of Hua himself 
and for which he must shoulder the responsibility, and some of which 
were caused by the limitations of history. To speak with all accuracy, 
from the 19508 when Hua Guofeng made his initial appearance in 
Chinese Communist political matters till he took the very highest seat 
some 20-odd years later, he was brought up entirely under the influence 
of Mao Zedong and matured in the environment of a leftist line. There- 
fore in his view of right and wrong the cult of Mao sets the standards 
and in his actions he follows the leftist line.” Haste is the hall- 
mark of his economic thought. All of this could hardly be avoided 
because he was a product of his times. If anything is to be blamed 
then it is that history arranged for him to assume a leaderhip posi- 
tion in Communist China and now that China is promoting the construc- 
—* . modernization it is only natural that he occupy a different 
position.

PARTY CONGRESSFS OF 1980 SAID BEST IN MANY YEARS

Party ( ngresses--To Carry Forward the Fine Party Tradition and To Strengthen Inner- 
Party Democratic Life"] 


[Text] In 1980, over 700 counties, municipalities and autonomous prefectures through- 
out the country have, in accordance with the stipulations of the party constitution 
and the "Guiding Principles," held party congresses. At these congresses, county, 
municipal and prefectural party committees were elected. 


Comparatively speaking, party committees of various provinces, municipalities aud 
autonomous prefectures have attached more importance to county, municipal and 
prefectural party congresses. They deemed it an important matter for rehabilitating 
and enhancing the fine tradition of the party, for improving inner-party democratic 
life, and for strengthening and improving party leadership. In Guangdong, Henan, 
Shaaxi, Yunnan and Beijing, experimental units have been set up by party committees 
in these provinr«~ and municipalities, These experimental units have summed up 

and spread th ¢ experiences to promptly correct misdeeds such as violation of the 
"Guiding Principles" and suppression of democracy which have repeatedly happened in 
party congresses in a few places. As reflected by delegates who attended these county, 
municipal and prefectural congresses, the congresses held this time were the best 
ones in many years. 


After clection, three significant changes have taken place in leading groups of 
various county, municipal and prefectural party committees. These changes are, 
first, the number of group members has been reduced, but the group itself has 
become more efficient than in the past; second, the average age of group members 
has been Lowered, the cultura] level has been elevated; and third, fewer group 
members hold too many concurrent posts. Besides, in areas where the minority 
nationalities are dominating, attention has been paid to select preeminent cadres 
from these nationalities to participate in leading groups. According to data 
supplied by three autonomous counties, the Hualong Autonomous County, the Xunhua 
Autonomous County and the Huzhu Autonomous County of Qinghai, more than 60 percent 
of standing members of party committees in these autonomous counties are cadres of 
minority nationalities.

[Article by Bao Hua [7637 5478]: “Preserving One's Own Purity Lowers the Standard 
of Party Members") 


I think it is not easy for one to reach a point where he can behave well and 
preserve his own purity. However, to be a Communist Party member, merely conduc ting 
himself thus is far from enough. 


The reason why “preserving one's own purity” is not enough is that, in the first 
place, it lowers the standard of party members. To regard “self discipline” as the 
sole criterion for action is in fact to lower the standard of an advanced member of 
the proletarian class to the level of an average common person. It is still not 
precise enough to speak in this way. It is because there are a number of people 
among the masses who dare to come out to struggle against evil doers and evil deeds 
when they catch sight of them, and who are enthusiastic in doing everything beneficial 
to the nation and to the masses. It should be considered “not enough" but not “all 
right" by setting only such a criterion for party members. If every party member 
adopts such an attitude, can there still be any fighting power in party organizations? 




















The party aske us, the Communist Party members, to spread propaganda among the 
masses and to organise the masses; to support the advanced and to help the less 
advanced; to support what te right and to fight againet what is wrong, besides 
taking the lead in implementing party principles and policies and doing our best 
at our own jobs, Who is going to take up these matters if not the party members? 


The other reason who “preserving one's own ;urity" ie not enough ie that thie 
ideology is a manifestation of liberaliem, This manifestation is the same as what 
Chairman Mao has criticized; “It is better to hang up matters that do not concern 
oneself; it is better not to talk about a matter which ie knowing ly wrong; it ie 
better to be wordly wise and play safe in order to keep out of trouble." In order 
to keep out of trouble, one who encounters contradictions tries to ekirt around 

them; in order not to hurt people, he is indifferent to matters that are detrimental 
to the party's interest; and because he is afraid of getting into trouble, he ie not 
willing to do mass work, tlen't it correct to allow oneself to behave just like thie? 


Strictly speaking, it is againet the original intention of a Communist Party member 
if he is satisfied with “preserving one's own purity.” We, the Communist Party 
members, regard reforming of society as our own duty by taking the oath on the 
firet day of being admitted to the party that we shall dedicate our life to the 
atruggle for communism. “Preserving one's own purity” is outwardly to maintain one's 
own integrity and not to go along with the common customs in their evil deeds, but 
inwardly to have an attitude of conducting oneself in society by thinking only of 
one's own safety without facing reality. If it is said that during the period of 
time when Lin Biao and the “gang of four" ran wild, it is understandable that some 
party membere might not be excessively criticized for doing so, in view of the fact 
that it is now 4 years since the smashing of the “gang of four,” can we believe 
that one who still adopte the attitude of “preserving his own purity” is worthy of 
a party member? How can he play the examplary vanguard role in earnest, and unite 
and lead the masses in order to fight side by side for the cause of communism?

Our team is doing painting all day long, but I never take a drop of public paint 
away for my personal use.

There is a comrade who knows this characteristic of 
mine. He shopped around several stores and failed to get the paint he needs. He 
came to me to see if he could borrow a emall amount of paint from the public and 
return it as soon as he could buy it from the market. While I explained to him the 
reason why public property is not allowed for private use, I brought him some paint 
left over at my home so as to resolve his crying need. The comrade expressed his 
satisfaction, 


At all times I treat comrade workers this way, not excluding leading comrades.

More- 
over, | was not empowered to do so, I, therefore, refused him emphatically. In 
order to really support his work, I bought paint for him after office hours.

[Text] "ake the party truly a party of the masses" is an important theme on the 
ideological building of the party contained in the “Selected Works of Zhou Enlai" 
(Vol 1), and a basic viewpoint in the Marxist theory on the building of the party 
consistently upheld by Comrade Zhou Enlai. 


Our party was born as an anewer to the needs of the struggle for the liberation of 
the proletariat and the broad masses of working people. Since the day of its 
birth, there has existed a natural and close relationship between the party and the 
masses of poeole. This is because “the Chinese Communist Party was born of the 
Chinese laboring people and takes its root in the ranks of the Chinese people." 
During the several decades of the revolutionary struggle, the party and the masses 
of people shared veal and woe and depended on each other for survival, thus enabling 
them to form a more indivisible relationship. Just as what Comrade Zhou Enlai be- 
lieved, “the working class and peasantry which suffered greatest from oppression 
naturally need the Communist Party to solely work for their interests, to struggle 
on their behalf and to act as their vanguard." At the same time, the Chinese 
people are the “backers of the Chinese Communist Party." For this reason, the re- 
lationship between the party and the masses is one of flesh and blood and ind! vis- 
ible. 


The Chinese Communist Party is a proletarian political party which differs in 
essence from all political parties and groups of the exploiting classes in modern 
or ancient times and in China or elsewhere. As the nuclei force leading the Chinese 
people, the party has the obligation to apply the correct line and leadership method 
and act as a vanguard and model in guiding the people to move forward in response 
to their wishes and demands. It has only the responsibility to serve and bring 
happiness to the people, but no rights to behave like High-ranking officials and 
overlords sitting on the backs of the people. Nor is it in any position to stretch 
their hands by asking for any special compensations from the masses. The power of 
the state belongs to the people. Although our party represents the proletariat and 
the masses of people and although it has led the people throughout the country to 
defeat their enemy, has won their confidence and support and has placed itself in 

a ruling position, we must never forget this key point that “the Communist Party 
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directly relies on the broad masses of revolutionary people." The character of 
our party decides that it has in mind no special interests of ite own but the 
interests of the proletariat and the masses of people. For this reason, our party 
cannot be divorced from the masses for a single minute, Once it is divorced from 
the masser, che party will lose direction in which it can move forward, deviate 
toward the .croneous idealist line, and call into question even ite chance for 
survival, not to mention slowdown in work, The reason that the party has become 
nowerful eteme from the fact that it has made itself known to the masses of people 
through practice, has the masses as its powerful base, and has won their strong 
and firm backing. The party has served the people wholeheartedly, and has never 
worked for ite self-interest, For this reason, it has built an intimate friendship 
with the masses and has become popular with them, In 1947, Comrade Zhou Enlai 
said: “The Chinese Communist Party has devoted the past 26 years to serving the 
people, and has counted on them for support. This is why it can enjoy popularity 
with them today." This is a profound review of the history of the party. A 
review of the party of the 1950's, especially the Eighth Party Congress period, 
has raised this question: why was its prestige so high at that time? The reason 
is that it could totally count on the masses for support while serving them whole- 
heartedly; it shared weal and woe with the masses; the line of the Eighth Party 
Congress reflected a sense of unity between the party and people and the aspria- 
tions of the masses. Later, because our party committed mistakes and suffered from 
the 10 years of unprecedented sabotage by the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevo- 
lutionary cliques, the relationship between the party and the masses deteriorated 
greatly, thus causing its prestige to dip drastically. Since the Third Plenary 
Session of the llth Party Central Committee, the Party Central Committee has taken 
a series of positive measures to gradually restore vitality to the party, and to 
continuously revive the confidence and hope of the masses in the party. But we 
should never run away from the problems that still exist in the party. Nor should 
we avoid discussing the fact that the current workstyle of the party needs to be 
rectified, and . ~-ticularly those things deeply hated by the masses. Among these 
bad workstyl are bureaucracy, the love of privileges, and the indiscriminate 
dictation of orders to others.

The workstyle of the ruling party is a matter 
that may spell the life or death and survival or demise of the party. In the final 
analysis, the problem concerning the workstyle of the party is . problem of rela- 
tionship between the party and the masses of people. For this receson, we must 
thoroughly study Comrade Zhou Enlai's thought in this connection, and use it as a 
guice in our efforts to improve the relations between the party and the masses, 
foster correct mass viewpoint, rectify the workstyle of the party, raise the party's 
prestige and build the party into “truly a party of the masses." 


waters that carry a boat can also capsize it. The masses are a great force which 
will be fair to all. They always choose their leaders in accord with their aspi- 
rations and the inevitable course of history. In history, no party or ruling group 
had ever escaped the fate of destruction because it was divorced from the masses, 
because it served only the interests of a single party or faction or small clique, 
and because it was not needed by the masses. The size of power is not a decisive 
factor that will bring popularity or unpopularity. But whether or not a power can 
survive depends on whether it is popular with the people. In the prolonged Chinese 
history of feudal society, the ancients came up with this conclusion: "Those 








popular with the people have the kingdom and those unpopular with the people lose 
the kingdom.” It seems to be true, One monarch after another had been over- 
thrown to bring about changes in dynasties. Although some of them were aware of 
the aforementioned truth, eventually, they still could not escapt the fate of 
destruction because their class character prevented them from becoming truly 
“popular with the people" and from representing the fundamental interests of the 
people. The two contemporary groups--the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolu- 
tionary cliques--have had to stand trial before 1 billion Chinese people because 
they used the party and state leadership they usurped to commit countless crimes 
agains. the people. 


In the postion of a ruling party, the proletarian political party must particularly 
guard against erosion of unhealthy workstyles which violate the people's interests, 
and vigilantly prevent itself from sliding down the road of privileged officials 
who are divorced from the masses. The problem of relationship between the party 
and the masses of people must be given the first place in the endeavor to build

QUALIFICATLONS FOR COMMUNIST PARTY MEMBERSHIP EXPLAINED

[Text' To be a qualified member of the Communist Party, one must first fulfill 
the basic requirements: Support the party programs; accept the party constitu- 
tion; participate in a party organization and perform active work; implement 
party resolutions; pay dues on time. The draft revision of the party constitu- 
tion clearly provides that a member of the party in power remains an ordinary 
member of the laboring people, and he must serve the people heart and soul and 
refrain from seeking any private gain and prerogatives beyond the limits of the 
system and authority. It is a new provision which manifests our party's basic 
purpose. Not only is there no mistaking what it is aimed at, but it also indi- 
cates that, besides serving the people even more successfully, there must never 
exist any idea that a party member is one level higher than the masses. 


To be a qualified member of the Communist Party, one must concretely perform 
the duties and correctly exercise the rights of a party wember. At the "Se- 
venth Congress," our party included the duties and rights of a party member in 
its constitution. New supplements were made in the constitution of the 
"Eighth Congress." Due to the interference and disruption of Lin Biao and the 
“gang of four," the provisions on such duties and rights were deleted from the 
constitution of the "9th" and "10th Congresses." The present draft revision 
has restored the relevant provisions in the "Eighth Congress" party constitu- 
tion and, in accordance with the new conditions, formulated more perfect pro- 
visions. Each and every party member must consciously perform his own duties 
and correctly exercise his own rights. Any conduct contrary to such duties or 
violating such rights will, without exception, encounter the party's criticism, 
and the serious infringements will be subject to disciplinary action. 


A party member is a cell forming the party. The quality of the party members 
directly affects the character and fighting power of the party and the imple- 
mentation of its lines and policies. Our party always emphasized the require- 
ments of its members and the improvement of their quality and, in accordance 
with the historical missions shouldered by the party in given historical 
periods, made different demands of them, thereby assuring the continuous

victories of the revolution. Currently, our country has entered a historical 
development period centering on the socialist modernization construction, The 
new situation and the new tasks demand that our party members develop their 
vanguard and exemplary effect even more properly. However, the conditions of 
our party wv mbers today are not adapted to such need. During the time of Lin 
Biao and the "gang of four's" rampage, the party organizations recruited some 
unqualified persons, and even some few undesirables, into its membership, 
resulting in the serious impurity of the party organiza tions in politics, 
ideology, organization and style. In the 4 years since smashing the "gang of 
4,"" after the party's continuous education and rectification, the conditions 
of the membership ran's have made some improvement, but many problems still 
exist. Quite a number of unqualified persons are still found in the party.

To change this 
situation and adjust to the need of the socialist modernization construction, 
the draft revision of the party constitution has made relatively strict re- 
quirements of membership qualifications. Recently, the New Year editorial of

LONGHAL COUNTY OFFICIAL CITES EXAMPLES OF BUREAUCRATIC ABUSES

[Text] Since the Fifth Plenum of the Central Committee, our County CCP Committee 
has made it a point to treat the fight against misusing incumbent powers to obtain 
special privileges as a prominent issue for rectifying party style and party dise- 
cipline, and with leading cadres from all levels taking the initiative to thor- 
oughly carry out the “Guiding Principles" a number of unhealthy tendencies are 
being readily checked and a notable change has taken place in the morale of all 
the county party members and the masses. 


But in thoroughly carrying out the "Guiding Principles" some ideological obstacles 
and resistance still exists. This is especially so in the Department of Indus- 
trial Relations, the Department of Commerce and other departments in the county 
who all raise the point that although unhealthy tendencies should be checked, it 
is not fair for our department alone to do it; it should be dove everywhere at 
all levels. A number of comrades from processional departments have gone on re- 
cord as saying that at present all liaison work and all purchases of material 
are based on reciprocity and if this were not so, no relationships could be es- 
tablished, only deadlocks. We believe this conforms to reality. For a long 
time, owing to the disturbances created by Lin Biao, the “gang of four" and the 
pernicious influence of the leftist line, the excellent traditions and work 
styles within the party were seriously damaged and a number of vulgar work styles 
really do pervail. For example, when some of the higher level departments hold 

a conference, not only do they have to be catered to, but it has to be done just 
right or else its no good. When lower level professional departments want mate- 
rials from higher professional departwents not only do they have to make a “door- 
step pick up" but it has to be a proper “doorstep pick-up" otherwise its no good. 
There are also a number of comrades among the higher-ups whose pockets bulge with 
money and materials, wield a lot of power and pomp who will help solve problems 
if they are entertained “satisfactorily” in the county; if they aren't treated 
“satisfactorily,” they leave in a huff. Here are a few examples. One occurred 
during the middle of last December when the Provincial Chemical Fertilizer 
Corporation held a conference in our county. Over 260 people met for a week and 
spent more than 1,143 yuan just on g@ovies, food allowances, fruit, tea-leaves 
and other “entertainment expenses." These expenses were borne equally by the 
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county's Synthetic Ammonia Plant, the Guokeng Phosphate Fertilizer Plant, and 

the Jiaomeixiao Nitrogenous Fertilizer Plant. Thie ie what you would call a 
rather well entertained conference and it aleo solved a number of specific prob- 
lems for us. Another example occurred last summer when we came to “great grief" 
because a provincial office chief came to our county and was not entertained 
satisfactor iy. The pockets of this office chief contained 700,000 yuan and as 
we had advance notice of his desire to come to Longhai, responsible comrades 

from the County CCP Committee and the County Finance ‘ureau went to the county 
ceception center to await and receive him. Ae it finally turned out the trip 

wae delayed for 2 days due to unknown reasons and he felt slighted and insulted 
when the County CCP Committee leaders were not on hand to welcome him. He then 
proceeded to a commune to acquaint himself with the situation there and asked for 
some watermelon. The comrades at the commune "failed to appreciate his kindness" 
and charged him the going six cents a catty. This further infuriated him. As a 
result, he didn't utter a sound in Longhai and did not take a stand. Upon arrival 
in another county he was personally received by the County CCP Committee Secre- 
tary and all the party committee secretaries of communes he planned to visit 
rushed to the county to accompany him. The watermelon he wanted was given to 
him for a “token” price of two cents a catty. As a result, this county was 

given 450,000 yuan in one fell swoop. Let's cite another example of the improper 
“doorstep pick up." The summer before last, an office chief from another unit 

in the province came to Longhai, saw a number of “half a character" capital con- 
struction projects going on at Fugong and in other communes, and committed him- 
self to contributing 4 tons of steel. Later on, the County Supply and Marketing 
Cooperative dispatched a large truck to Fuzhou to pick up the steel and to drop 
off a load of Litchi along the way. But as the comrade-in-charge had a "one 
track mind” the Litchi were sent directly to that unit and had to be handled en- 
tirely by their administrative office. As a result the office chief made but a 
token appearance and took off. The comrade-in-charge found him and he said that 
he “still hadn't studied the matter,” wouldn't receive any more callers when he 
was sought ae , and the truck finally ended up coming back empty. Even after 
the "Guidir, ~rinciples" were promulgated and put into effect there were a number 
of conferences which we feel displayed unhealthy tendencies. In May of this year, 
the province's Economic Committee, Scientific Committee and the Chemical Indus- 
trial Bureau held an appraisal conference on the 10-ton smelting furnace of the 
Longhai Synthetic Ammonia Plant. As soon a8 arrangements were made, we were 
given a list of the materials this large group of representatives wanted such as 
a black portfolio for each person, two catties of longan meat, two porcelain 
cups, ete. for which we were provided with a “trial expenditure” of 50,000 yuan 
towards the purchase cost of these materials. This time we stood our ground, 

did not provide the black portfolios and porcelain cups and finally issued each 
person a looseleaf binder. Comrades who participated in the conference reported 
that the time allotted to conference business was very short in comparison to 

the time spent sightseeing in “Hundred Flower Village," Xiamen, Quanzhou, Kaiyuan- 
shi and other areas. To do something like this after the "Guiding Principles" 
vere put into effect is all the more inexcusable. 


And just why do these problems arise? Aside from the impact and pernicious in- 


fluence exerted by Lin Biao and the “gang of four," we recognize three additional 
reasons. One is that some comrades harbor a rather serious special privilege 
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mentality and treat the powers given to them by the party and the people as the 
right to obtain apecial privileges in politice and private life. They have no 
sense of shame but rather coneider it an honor. The second ia that some particu- 
lar administrative personnel are sloppy and help make thinge worse. The third 
is that our own party etyle has not yet been rectified and in order to foster 
good relationships with the upper departments, we often take the initiative in 
doing some incorrect things in order to pander to the likings of people in higher 
places. We are determined to thoroughly correct the problems mentioned above. 

At the same time, we hope and trust the leading departments at the higher levels 
concerned will be able to fully examine these problems, check all the unhealthy 
tendencies as soon as possible, jointly correct the party work style and improve 
the general mood of society.

FEUDAL AUTOCRACY STUDIED FROM EXAMPLE OF SUI YANGDI

[Text] The history of China's feydal autocracy goes back to ancient times. To 

gain a deep understanding of its character, special features and the laws of its 
development would require a study of all kinds of special subjects in different 
categories and on the basis of these studies to effect a comprehensive survey. The 
present article will focus on the mentality and behavior of Sui Yangdi [Emperor 
Yang of the Sui Dynasty] and analyze a few questions which are relevant to feudal 
autocracy. 


Sui Yangdi in the Eyes of the People of Tang and Sui Times 


The Emperor Wen of the Sui Dynasty has been praised throughout history for his 
thrift and frugality. Once he admonished the Crown Prince Yong: “The history of 
past emperors an’ kings shows that noe of them who was luxurious and extravagant 
could last ver long." ("Biography of Yang Yong" in the SUI SHU [Standard 

History of the Sui Dynasty]) Sui Yangdi had seized the position of crown prince 
by conspiratorial means and subsequently, in 604, killed his father to get himself 
on the throne. From his first day as emperor, he went completely against all 
principles of good rule. .He “gave free rein to his extravagant inclinations and 
all human desires and passions," so that he became a luxurious and extravagant 
emperor such as had seldom been recorded in history. In the 13th year of the 
da-ye reign (617), the leader of a peasant army at Wagang, Li Mi, put up a proclama- 
tion calling for a punitive campaign against Sui Yangdi, and he listed ten of the 
emperor's biggest crimes, many of these revealed him as guilty of excessive 
intemperance and lewdness, also of excessive building of palaces and parks and 
taking too many pleasure trips to all corners of the country, and considering him 
as a cruel ruler “whose crimes were too numerous to mention." ("Biography of Li 
Mi" in the JIU TANG SHU) [the older of the two standard histories of the Tang 
Dynasty). Wei Zheng, who at one time had joined the Wagang army, saw with his own 
eyes how the Sui Dynasty fell from its flowering period abruptly to its ruin. He 
said, Sui Yangdi “relied on his wealth and strength but never gave thought to 
possible trouble in future. He roamed the empire and gave rein to his desires. 

He exhausted all wealth to enrich himself. He selected sons and daughters through- 
out the realm [to serve him] and sought after rare articles from afar. He adorned 











hie palaces and parks, he esteemed pavilions in his gardens, There was no end of 
corvee duty and wars...The people had no means of Livelihood; the empire became 
divided and Lapsed into utter disorder, so that finally the most honored one within 
the four seas perished at the hands of lowly-born men." (ZHEN GUAN ZHENG YAO 
[Resentials of Government of the Zhen-guan Period], Chapter "Jun Dao [Principles 
of Good Rule)) 


There was a mutual influence between Sui Yangdi's extravagance and license on the 
one hand and his arrogance and unreasonableness on the other. He believed himself 
always right and infallible. He was therefore convinced of his own superior wisdom 
and strength and stubbornly refused advice. He once told his secretary Yu Shihnan: 
"By nature I don't like people to remonstrate. If officials in high position 
remonstrate to gain fame, there is nothing I find more unbearable. As to lowly 
knaves, although I am more forbearing, I will finally pay no heed to them. You 
know that." (ZI ZHI TONG JIAN [Comprehensive Mirror for Aid in Government], Chapter 
128) In July 616, when the collapse of the Sui Dynasty appeared imminent and the 
emperor still wanted to go on a pleasure trip from Luoyang to Jiangdu, a military 
officer (jian jie wei) Ren Zong addressed an urgent warning to the emperor, but 

for doing so was flogged to death the very same day right in the throne hall. When 
the emperor was about to leave for his journey, another official (feng xin lang) 
Cui Minxiang again memorialized urging the emperor to desist, but the emperor flew 
into a rage, first had the man's face cut and then had him decapitated. As the 
emperor's cortege reached Sishui, yet another official (feng xin lang) Wang Airen, 
again memorialized requesting the emperor to return to Xijing, but the emperor 
killed Wang and proceeded on his journey. At Liangqun a man obstructed the 
emperor's progress to present a memorial to the effect that "if His Majesty were 

to proceed to Jiangdu, the empire will no more be yours." The emperor again 
killed the man. When the rulers in the early years of the Tang Dynasty summarized 
the lessons to be drawn from the downfall of the Sui Dynasty, they all agreed that 
a major reason for Sui Yangdi to lose his empire was his “concealing his own 

faults and rejecting admonitions." The Emperor Tai-zong of the Tang Dynasty (Tang 
Taizong) therefore repeatedly said: "If the ruler takes himself to be a saint, if 
his ministers do nothing to correct him, how can he possibly avoid peril and 
defeat?...Sui Yangdi was brutal and tyrannical, his ministers kept silent, so the 
emperor never became aware of his faults and finally went to perdition." (Chapter 
"Qiu Jian" [Seeking Remonstrances] in ZHEN GUAN ZHENG YAO) 


Sui Yangdi also manifested his haughty attitude in his conceited belief of being 
more gifted and learned than anyone else in the empire. He once told the ministers 
in his retinue: "Some say I owe my empire to inheritance from the preceding 
emperor, but by comparison my talent and learning is superior to that of all the 
grandees of the empire; it is I who should indeed rightfully be emperor." (ZI ZHI 
TONG JIAN, chapter 182) However, the compositions written by Sui Yangdi are not 
bad at all, the trouble was only that he said one thing and in his mind had 
different thoughts and that his deeds did not match his words. In 628 Tang Taizong 
asked his minister: "In reading the collected writings of Sui Yangdi, his profound 
and wise sayings impress me that he was of the high quality of Yao and Shun, and 
not at all a villain like Jie and Zhou. Why had his actions been so different?" 
Wei Zheng replied: “No matter how wise a ruler is, he still should be modest about 
himself and employ others, the knowledgeable to give advice and the valiant to

contribute their strength. Yangdi replied on his superior talent; he was haughty 
and obstinately held to his own views. His words could therefore be as of Yao and 
Shun, but his deeds were those of Jie and Zhou." (ZI ZHI TONG JIAN, chapter 192) 


That his deeds were those of Jie and Zhou was most strikingly manifested by his 
animosity tovard people and his cruelties. According to his way of thinking the 
people exisivd only for the purpose of being exploited and oppressed and were not 
to resist even if starving or freezing to death, as otherwise he would exterminate 
rhem. In the early stages of peasant uprisings toward the end of his reign, he 
despatched military officers such as Du Wei, Ying Yang and others to be joined by 
the chiefs of commanderies and prefectures to chase after the rebels and catch 
them, “all to be decapitated on capture." (ZI ZHI TONG JIAN, chapter 180) In 

June of 613, when Yang Xuangan, a man of highest nobility, saw peasants everywhere 
rising in revolt, he took advantage of Sui Yangdi's absence on his second war 
against Korea to issue the call “to solve our country's crisis and support Li 
Yuan." He raised an army at Liyang to fight the Sui. Sui Yangdi hastily retreated 
from L‘xodong to attack and besiege Yang Xuangan. After defeating Yang Xuangan, he 
returned to Luoyang and told the President of the Censorate Pei Yun: "As soon as 
Yang Xuangan had issued his call, 100,000 men responded. This demonstrates that it 
is not good to have too large a population. If there are too many of them, they 
band together and become bandits. If we don't exterminate them all, we would be 
remiss in giving warning for the future." (ZI ZHI TONG JIAN, chapter 182) He 
thereupon gave an order which pretended to be merely in punishment of the Yang 
clique, but resulted in an indiscriminate slaughter; over 30,000 people are said to 
have been killed and over 6,000 were sent into exile. Yang Xuangan had opened the 
granaries to give relief to the people, but every person that had accepted relief 
grain was ordered buried alive. Two years later back in Luoyang when the emperor 
was observing the crowds in the streets, he remarked to his minister: "Fancy, there 
still being so many people!" That was to say that too few people had been killed 
in the punitive measures against the Yang clique. To his last days Sui Yangdi 
firmly kept to’ way of thinking that only murderous methods could preserve his 
throne. Howe r, these methods could not save him from ultimate destruction. On 
the contrary, it drove more and more peasants to join the insurrection. Under the 
severe blows by the insurrectionary armies, the Sui Dynasty was about to collapse 
and even larger splits occurred in the ranks of the ruling class. The landlords 
and the bureaucracy felt that Sui Yangdi was no more able to protect their 
interests. A great number of them raised their own armies, held sway over sections 
of the country and assumed such titles as kings and emperors. When Sui Yangdi 
asked [after his seizure by rebels]: "What crimes have I committed that it has 
come to this?" the rebels replied: "You have offended the ancestral temple, you 
went on endless journeys, your warfare abroad and your extravagance and debauchery 
at home have brought death in battle to all able-bodied men and filled ditches 

and gutters with the corpses of women and of the weak, the four classes of people 
have become dispossessed, bandits swarm everywhere like hormets, those in responsi- 
ble positions are flatterers and sycophants, you covered up your faults and rejected 
remonstrances, how can you say that you are not guilty!" Sui Yangdi also asked 
[his captors}: "Who is the chief instigator in all that is happening today?" The 
rebels replied: "Resentment has spread throughout the empire, it is not the 
resentment of one single person!" (ZI ZHI TONG JIAN, chapter 185) In the eyes of 
the people of those days, Sui Yangdi was really a traitor to the people, hated 











equally by man and Heaven, an autocrat opposed by the masses and deserted by his 
own followers. 





Imperial Dictatorship, the Core of Feudal Autocracy 


What was it that enabled an autocrat and traitor to the people .ike Sui Yangdi to 
endure for 14 years on the stage of Chinese history, doing what he pleased and 
committing all manner of crimes? He was able to do so because he could rely on a 
system of feudal autocracy with centralized state power. 


Qin-shi-huang was the first to institute this system of feudal autocracy, which 
lasted right down to the Qing Dynasty, undergoing several stages of development as 
to its shape, its consolidation and its increasing strength. However, it has al- 
ways retained one core element throughout ite history of 2,000 years and that is 
the dictatorship of the emperor. It is extremely important to pay special attention 
to this core element. Many phenomena in the history of Chinese feudal society 
can be scientifically explained only by their link to imperial dictatorship, for 
instance bureaucratic government, privileges for certain classes, the dictatorial 
power of the eunuchs, usurpation of power by distaff relatives of the emperor, 
rivalry between various cliques and even exploitation by corvee duties, the 
economic rise and decay and many peculiar facets of the peasant wars. In other 
words, only by grasping this core point of imperial dictatorship can we explain 
the history of Chinese feudal society and can we grasp the fundamentals of feudal 
autocracy. Lenin therefore pointed out very precisely: feudal autocracy is 
“state power in the grip of one person,” it is “political power exercised by one 
single autocrat." (LENIN'S SELECTED WORKS, Vol 4, pp 51 and 49) 


As chief representatives of the landlord class, all emperors ruled as autocratic 
dictators. That is the common characteristic of all emperors, but conditions 
differed with different emperors. Sui Yangdi is the typical example of a 
tyrannical ruler, his dictatorship is also representative for this type of 
dictatorship by a tyrant. If we study the manner in which he exercised his 
autocratic dictatorship, it will undoubtedly deepen our understanding of feudal 
dictatorship in ancient China. 


When he was analyzing the special features of economic development in various 
countries of Asia, Marx pointed out: It becomes evident in the economies of the 
various countries of Asia that agriculture shows a decline under the rule of a 
particular government while under another government it shows a revival. The 
success and failure of harvests there depends on the quality of government." 
(SELECTED WORKS OF MARX AND ENGELS, Vol 2, p 65) Since it was imperial dictator- 
ship that was practiced in the feudal society of China, the quality of government 
depended on the quality of the emperor. This fact is made fully evident in the 
Sui Dynasty. After Sui Wendi unified the country, the social economy presented a 
prosperity that exceeded that of the two Han Dynasties. To a much greater extent 
the government of the Sui Dynasty had “all granaries in the capital as well as in 
the provinces filled to capacity." (SUI SHU, chapter "Shi huo zhi" [On Food and 
Commodities]) However, after Sui Yangdi ascended the throne, economic developments 
went the other direction; he furthermore exercised a regime of unbridled tyranny 
determined merely by his will and power. He was "splicing the bones and sucking 
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the marrow of the world and separating and dispersing families, all to gratify his 
personal sensuous indulgences and pleasures." (MING YI DAI FANG LU [A Guide for 
Princes), chapter "Yuan Jun" [On the Origin of Kingship]) That were the major 
principles of his economic policy. Under this policy he went in for large-scale 
constructions, took pleasure trips year after year, engaged in unjust military 
ventures aad expanded heavy corvee and military duties to be borne by the peasants 
throughout tue empire. In the 5 years from 604 to 608 alone, he requisitioned over 
6 million Laborers, which at that time amounted to one-seventh of the total 
ropulation of 46 million. If a man could not be provided, the corvee was imposed 
on women. A large number of able-bodied men were withdrawn from production and 
died on corvee duty. The situation was one of "the old and weak cultivated the 
fields and could not produce enough to stave off starvation; the women labored at 
spinning and weaving and could not produce enough to provide enough for clothing." 
(SUI SHU, chapter "Shi huo zhi") Even the major production centers of the empire 
suffered serious devastations. "North of the Huanghe there were no human habita- 
tions for thousands of miles. In the area between the Yangtze and the Huai River 
all thac was growing there was dense grass." (SUI SHU, "Biography of Yang 
Xuangen") During the tyrannical rule of Sui Yangdi people were faced with death 
and the economy was on the brink of extinction. 


As far as politics are concerned, Sui Yangdi wielded supreme powers of government, 
but he could not exercise this power single-handedly. To utilize his power for 
the control of society and to realize domination over the entire nation, it was 
necessary for him to rely on the services of a huge bureaucratic organization. 

The emperor's selection of the kind of officials therefore had a direct bearing on 
the quality of government and ultimately on the rise and fall of the regime. Sui 
Yangdi's principle in employing officials was to avoid upright ministers and to 
befriend toadying sycophants. The most outstanding meritorious minister of the 
Sui Dynasty was Gao Ying. He was one of the founding fathers of the Sui empire 

and served Sui Wendi as premier for almost 20 years, deserving great credit for 
the unificatior «° North and South and for the development of the social economy. 
In 607, he, ''. Robi, a high official, and others privately discussed the extrava- 
gance of the court. Someone informed against them whereupon Sui Yangdi had them 
sentenced and executed for "“calumniating the dynastic rule." Some time later a 
certain Xie Daoheng was executed for “cherishing the memory of Gao Ying." (ZI 

ZHL TONG JLAN, chapters 180 and 181) Sui Yangdi thought by killing even ministers 
that had rendered meritorious services, he would frighten all others not to 
memorialize on governmental matters so that he would have full liberty for all his 
reckless activities. By himself dismantling the precautionary restraints and be- 
lieving this to be a grand scheme, shows clearly his cruel tyranny but also his 
stupidity. 


In clear contrast to the animosity he displayed toward upright ministers, Sui 
Yangdi lavished trust and confidence on toadying sycophants. Grand Censor Pei 

Yun was “good at waiting upon every whim of the emperor. If the emperor wished to 
find someone guilty, Pei Yun would bend the law and adjust the circumstances of 
the case. If the emperor wanted to pardon someone, Pei Yun would produce appro- 
priately lenient laws and let the accused go free. Thereafter big and small cases 
were all entrusted to Pei Yun...The emperor praised him highly." (SUI SHU, 
"Biography of Pei Yun") Yu Shiji, a vice president of the imperial secretariat, 
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knew well that the emperor hated to hear reports of banditry. Whenever generals 
or heads of commanderies and prefectures sent in news of defeat and asked for 
succour, Yu would minimize the bad news so that the true conditions would not get 
to the emperor. Yu would merely state: "There are thieves and robbers like rate 
and dogs. The commanderies and prefectures will pursue and catch them, They will 
all be exterminated. Your Majesty need not feel uneasy about it." The emperor 
was inclined to believe that it was that way, or otherwise he would flog the 
messenger for baseless talk. For this reason the emperor would remain ignorant 

of the widespread banditry throughout the country which engulfed many commanderies 
and prefectures." Because Yu Shiji would “say always what the emperor wanted to 
hear, he became the emperor's special favorite and none other could compare with 
his position.” (ZI ZHI TONG JIAN, chapter 183) Because Yangdi made such scoundrels 
and nimble-tongued knaves his personal confidants, entrusting them with high 
positions in the military and state government, there was, one may say, good 
rapport between ruler and ministers as they sustained each other in their wrong- 
doings. Sima Guang expressed it suscinctly: "In the same measure that Yu Shiji's 
esteem at court rose daily, so the Sui regime went down from bad to worse." (ZI 
ZHI TONG JIAN, chapter 183) This is hitting the mark with a single comment. A 
survey of history shows that to the extent that the power of evil ministers grows, 
the government of the state decays; this has become an unalterable law. 


In the ideological sphere, the imperial dictatorship manifests itself by demanding 
loyalty to the ruler. Regardless of whether the ruler is muddle-headed or bright, 
whether meek or hot-tempered, everybody must show complete loyalty to the ruler. 
However, different rulers have connected different concrete demands with the demand 
for loyalty. Wei Zheng, whom Tang Taizong always praised as his loyal minister, 
based his conduct on Confucian tenets and regarded peace and stability for the 
people as the central issue. He often remonstrated to the emperor to his face, 

but Tang Taizong nevertheless acknowledged that Wei Zheng "will not allow me to do 
wrong." (ZHEN GUAN ZHENG YAO, chapter “Ren Xian" [Appoint Worthy Ones]) That a 
court official will not allow the emperor "to do wrong," this kind of “enlightened 
ruler, virtuous minister" constellation is a nice story being told from the history 
of feudal government. This kind of loyal minister will integrate loyalty to the 
ruler with the defense of traditional moral principles. If a conflict arises be- 
tween the demands of the ruler and morality, he will stand up for morality and not 
blindly follow his ruler. He will not hesitate even if he risks death to himself 
and to his kin. Wei Zheng, Hai Rui and others had been such frank remonstrating 
ministers. We might call this the “public-minded just loyalty" of the landlord 
class. As explained earlier, the standards of loyalty that Sui Yangdi demanded 
were quite different. The President of the Court of Imperial Banquets Guo Yan 
urged the emperor to seek enjoyment, to hold audiences only once every 5 days and 
not to emulate Sui Wendi's diligent attendance to government affairs. The 

emperor thought Guo Yan a most loyal official and said: “Only Guo Yan is of one 
mind with me." (ZI ZHI TONG JIAN, chapter 181) He praised Pei Ju as “extremely 
sincere" and said: "Pei Ju knows all of my intentions. Whatever he memorializes 
is what I myself had been planning. Just before I mention it, Pei Ju will already 
have responded. Who else serves the country as wholeheartedly as he does!" (Ibid.) 
It is clear to see that this kind of “disregarding what is right or wrong, not 
weighing what is light or heavy," but following blindly whatever the emperor says 
is in order, is a “foolish loyalty." To be habitually wicked and crafty, to be 
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skillful in playing the sycophant," not heeding the country's fate or the hardships 
of the people, but merely striving for favors and honors under the pretext of 
loyalty to the ruler and helping a tyrant to do evil, that is even worse, it is 
“wicked loyalty." In China's feudal era, every one of its tyrannical or foolish 
rulers has been demanding this kind of "foolish" or "wicked loyalty." 


Feudal Autv: .acy had its Economic Source in the Small-Scale Peasant Economy 


Why is it that China, from the times of the Qin and Han Dynasties onward, estab- 
lished this kind of feudal system with centralized power and an emperor at the 
head of the state? This is one of the most hotly debated questions among Chinese 
historians for the last 20 odd years. In the last few years, on investigating the 
socio-historical source of feudal autocracy, a number of comrades voiced the 
opinion that it is the structure of small-scale peasant economy, one family and 
one household forming one production unit, that provided the deep and fertile soil 
for this autocratic form of government. This realization is a very important 
progres:. From the Qin and Han Dynasties onward, China was a country in which the 
small-scale peasant economy occupied an absolutely dominant position. When he 
analyzed the special characteristics of the 19th century French small-scale 
peasantry, Marx pointed out: Almost every farm household is self-sufficient. Their 
production methods are not conducive to many mutual contacts but rather to staying 
separate from each other. Even though they had common interests, they were not 
able to form a nationwide association or any kind of political organization. For 
this reason, "they had no way of representing themselves, but could not but have 
someone else represent them. Their representation at that time had to be someone 
who dominated them, who was an authority that stood high, high above them, who was 
a political power that tolerated no restrictions." (SELECTED WORKS OF MARX AND 
ENGELS, Vol 1, p 693) Compared with the 19th century French small-scale peasants, 
these features were even more conspicuous in the small-scale peasants of China's 
feudal society. The Chinese peasants were therefore even more in urgent need of 
an “authority ©*: jing high, high above them" in order to "bestow rain and sunshine 
upon them.” 


However, this does not fully answer the question put forth earlier, because the 
small-scale peasant economy also existed in the same way in the feudal society of 
Europe, but Europe before the 15th century did not have a feudal state with a 
centralized power system. This means that small-scale peasant economy provides 
only a potential source for this kind of feudal autocracy, but if this potential 
was to be changed into reality, if this basis was to be built up in earnest into 
this pagoda-like structure of feudal autocracy, there still had to be additional 
contributing conditions. In view of the historical condition of China, the most 
important additional condition was the system of land ownership by landlords. It 
is well known that European feudal society belongs to a form with a system of 
feudal lordships. Its small-scale peasant economy operated under a system of 
feudal lords. In this system, the feudal lord not only had the right to the land 
and its cultivation, but also personally exercised administrative, judicial and 
military power in his territory. The feudal lords were therefore economically 
self-sufficient and their lands in political respects much like ever so many small 
independent kingdoms, This is the true foundation on which to explain the decline 
of the medieval imperial power in Europe, the rise of landed nobility and the 

















quarrels between the various separate territories. China on the other hand was 
different. China's feudal society was of a form that incorporated a landlord 
system. The system of land ownership by landlords has always been the controlling 
force; land could be freely bought and sold, the major form of exploitation was the 
tenancy system. The landlord could therefore not have a firm hold over the land 
and the tenant-peasants, and also could not personally control administrative, 
judicial and military affairs. All these powers would finally be centralized 

in the person of the emperor alone. We can therefore assert that the feudal 
autocracy with imperial dictatorship as its core arose from the extended basis of 
the small-scale peasant economy under a landlord system, and also that the feudal 


autocracy was the superstructure serving the system of land owership by land- 
lords.

NATURE, FORM, RESULTS OF PRACTICE DISCUSSED

{Article by Qu Zhenhai [7871 2182 3189]: "A Brief Discussion of the Meaning, 
Essence and Form of Practice"] 


[Text] In a period of time in the recent past, differences have developed in our 
philosophical circles concerning our understanding of the meaning, essence and 
form of practice and questions of the like. These differences directly touch upon 
our understanding of certain basic viewpoints of the Marxist philosophy; they are 
of great theoretical and realistic significance. This article plans to discuss 
some rudimentary views on these questions. 


I 


There are two inseparable aspects in the relationship between man and the things 
surrounding him: the relationship of acting and being acted upon; and the relation- 
ship of reflecting and being reflected. We call the former practice, and the 

latter percept o.; the unity of the two constitutes man's total activity. 


Practice and perception constrain each other and penetrate each other. The 
activity of social practice proceeds under the guidance of this or that perception, 
and it is realized on the basis of people's gradual perception of the dispositions 
and functions of things. And man's perception of the essence and laws of things 
is possible also only on the basis of practice. Therefore, practice is the basis 
and premise of perception, perception emanates and develops from practice. 


The subject of the activity of practice--man in society and the objective object 
of the activity of practice are both part of the material world; the means of the 
activity of practice--instruments are also material. Man as a material entity di- 
rectly or indirectly acts upon objects which are also material entities (through 
material means), and thereby causes changes to occur in the objects; at the same 
time, change also takes place in the subject itself: This is called activity of 
practice. It is not difficult to see that practice, in essence, is a process of 
material entities mutually acting upon each other. 


But seeing only this point is not enough. We must also see that there is a qual- 
itative difference between the activity of practice and mechanical, physical and 
chemical material movement and the activity of animals. What acts in the natural 
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world ie an entirely unconscious, blind force; not a single thing happens conecious- 
ly a8 an expected goal. The activity of animale can aleo only be 4 senseless ac- 
tivity of instinct. But “those who are engaged in activity in the realm of society 
and history are all intentional, deliberate, or provoked men pursuing certain goals; 
nothing happens without conscious attempts or without expected goale" ("Selected 
Worke of Marx and Engele," Vol 4, p 243). 


Does thie suggest that practice ie both material activity and spiritual activity? 
No. If we take practice ae the unity of objectivity and subjectivity, then we are 
confusing it with truth and perception. Because 4 truthful perception as a correct 
reflection of objective things and their laws is aleo the unity of subjectivity 

and objectivity. Lenin said: “The two forme of an objective process: nature 
(mechanical and chemical) and man's purposeful activity" ("Complete Worke of Lenin," 
Vol 38, p 200). This is to say, practice is material activity, not spiritual 
activity. What is intentional and purposeful participates in the activity of prac- 
tice only as the functions and dispositions of man as a material entity (ite brain); 
its participation has by no means turned its practice into a epiritual activity, 

but only caused practice to have different characteristics from other material 
movements in nature. Man as the subject of practice is of course intentional and 
purposeful in the activity of practice, but such intention and purpose are reflected 
in objective material activity, i. e., in the activity of practice. 





Undeniably, in our realistic life it is very difficult to separate markedly practice; 
activity from perceptive activity. But as a science, we cannot allow its object to 
be situated in a state of puzzlement and confusion. When he spoke of how Marx de- 
rived the conclusion that social development is a natural historical process, Lenin 
said: “How did Marx, after all, derive this basic idea? His approach was to demar- 
cate production relations from all social relations, and take these latter as funda- 
mental, original relations determining all other relations." "Their basic idea... 
was to differentiate social relations into material relations and ideological 
relations. Ideological relations are merely the upper structure of material rela- 
tions which take shape irrespective of man's will and perception, and material 
relations are the form of the activity by whid® people maintain their existence 
(consequence)" ("Selected Works of Lenin,” Vol 1, pp 6, 18). This view of Lenin 

is helpful to us in correctly understanding the Marxist view of practice, and 
helpful to us in making a relative distinction between practice and perception. 


When idealist philosophers talk about practice, they always take practice as a 
spiritual activity in this way or that way. Wang Yangming in the history of Chinese 
philosophy is a typical representative in this regard. He suggested the theory of 
the “unity of knowledge and action," thinking that knowledge is no other than action; 
as he put it, “where an idea originates, action begins." Utilitarianism especially 
applauds practice, deed, and action; but what it regards as practice is in essence 
subjective experience. 


To sum up the above, we can neither equate man's activity of practice with the 
instinctive activity of animals, nor regard practice as both material activity and 
spiritual activity because practice is man's purposeful, intentional material activ- 
ity. It is erroneous to confuse the two from either aspect. 
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Activities of practice are of various kinde and types; but they alwaye consist of 
certain common basic elements. 


What basic «.emente does practice include, after all? Marx's discourse on the 
elements of the labor process may give us some enlightenment. Marx said: “The 
eimple elements of the labor process are: purporeful activity or labor iteelf, 
labor objecte and labor materials: ("Complete Works of Marx and Engels," Vol 23, 

p 202). Very naturally, man's labor process is a kind of practical activity; the 
elements of the labor proceesn are the ingredients making up that thing but not all 
the conditions by which that thing emerges, existe and develops. According to this, 
I think the basic elemente of practice are: the subject of practice--man in society, 
the object of practice--objective object, the means of practice--inetruments, and 
the activities of contact and change themselves as well as the results of practice. 


Anybody knows that without man as the subject of practice, there can be no activity 
of practice; but the production practice by which man really began to have a pur- 
pose started from the making of instruments. Therefore, Marx entirely agreed with 
what Franklin said, i. e., man is “an animal which creates inetrumente" (ibid., 

p 204). Inetruments are the media with which a subject acts upon the objects; apart 
from instruments, the activity of practice can hardly get started. In the mean- 
time, instruments are also the conduits through which a subject acts toward the 
objects; without objective objects, instruments can play no role, and in the ab- 
sence of objects, there can be no subject, nor any activity of practice. 


Some say that the purpose of practice is also an element of practice. Such a view 
warrants some discussion. The structure of things often consists of many layers; 
what we call ingredients or elements designate the lowest layer that helps con- 
stitute that th. 3 or phenomenon. For instance, we say that water is made up of 
two hydrogen ome and one oxygen atom; here the two hydrogen atoms and one oxygen 
atom are the very structural ingredients of this material called water, namely, 
its elements. As for the structural layers of the hydrogen atom and oxygen atom 
themselves, they are by no means mentioned in our discussion of the ingredients 

or elements of water. When we define the elemente of practice, we should also 
follow this principle. After we have defined man, the subject of practice, as an 
element of practice, we should no longer take the products of this thinking organ 
of human brain, such as perception and purpose, as elements of practice. Otherwise, 
we would mess up the things in different layers. If we carefully study the above 
discourse of Marx concerning the labor process, we can also see that, there, he 
did not include purpose among elements of practice. Because what he talked about 
was “purposeful activity or labor itself"; here what is meant is obviously this 
material activity of production. 


Why do activities of contact and change themselves also constitute an element of 
practice? This is just like a human being which is made up of flesh, bones and 
blood, etc., but the simple total of these latter components does not automatically 
make a live human being. Only when elements like the subject, object, and means 
of practice are organically united together to turn into activities of contact and 
change can they become realistic activities of practice. 
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Some do not agree that the resulte of practice are an element of practice; they 
think that far before the results emerge, there are already activities of practice; 
hence, if the resulte of practice are taken ae an element of practice, then would 
the activities before the emergence of the results be counted ase practice? Thie 

ie 4 misunderstanding. Practice is a complete dynamic system. Practice and the 
results of practice will emerge as long as there are activities of practice. Mean- 
while, the ultimate resulte of practice are also the sumtotal of the many minor 
results emerging in the process of practice. Therefore, acknowledging practice ase 
a material activity in which the subject contacts and changes the object is bound 
to derive the conclusion that the results of practice constitute an element of 
practice. The results of practice are the “imprints of will" (Engele' words) man's 
activities of practice make on the external world of nature. A denial of the re- 
sulte of practice as an element of practice obliterates the functions of the other 
elements of practice and also negates the activities of the entire practice itself.

How to define the form of practice is a complicated question. 


Man's all purposeful material activities in contacting and changing the world, in- 
cluding man's daily life, belong to the category of activities of practice; hence 
the forms of practice are diverse and variable. 


Among all man's activities of practice, production activities are the most funda- 
mental activities of practice, and all other activities of practice are directly 
or indirectly restricted or determined by these production activities. Hence, if 
the forms of practice are classified according to their status, then only produc- 
tion practice constitutes the most fundamental form. 


Undeniably, production activities are always of a social character. In a class 
society, social relations are mainly class relations; class struggle has an impor- 
tant impact on production activities. Even after classes are eliminated, it is 
still necessary to correctly handle various relationships within society, as they 
also directly affect the development of production. But fundamentally speaking, 
the change and development of production practice determine the change and develop- 
ment of various social relations within society. The ultimate goal of changing 
society's activities of practice is also the development of production and improve- 
ment of man's material and cultural life. 


Scientific experiments are even more conspicuously restricted by production practice. 
The earliest natural sciences were derived and developed precisely on the basis of 
production practice. Later on, scientific experiments were also differentiated on 
the basis of production practice. Only on the basis of production practice can 
increasingly more precise equipment and means of experimentation be provided to 
scientific experiments ao as to propel the forward development of scientific exper- 
iments. In so saying, we are by no means denying the increasingly important role 
of scientific experiments in the development of natural sciences and promotion 

of production, nor denying scientific experiments as an important basic form of 
practice. Scientific experiments have strong points which cannot be replaced by 
production practice. Assisted by precise equipment and means of experimentation, 
they exclude factors of interference to make certain dispositions of the objects 
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of experimentation appear in their pure forma; and, because under similar condi-~- 
tions the conditions the result: of experimentation can be duplicated, they facil~- 
itate repeated research and repeated inspection. Many of our modern theories of 
natural sciences are summed up from scientific experiments; and problems encoun- 
tered in production practice are also often solved through ecientific experiments. 
Worthy of o attention is the fact that, along with the extensive application of 
scientific experiments will aleo gradually become an important form of practice. 


rorme of practice differ according to different bases for classification. On the 
basis of the different realms of activities of practice, we may divide forms of 
practice into nature=changing activities of practice and society-changing activities 
of practice. The former include production practice and natural scientific experi- 
mente, and the latter include the practice and social scientific «aperiments coping 
with various social relations within society. 


Along with the development of society, forme of practice are liable to continue to 
change. Some forms, such as class struggle, exist only in a given stage of human 
history; some forms, such as commercial activities and ecientific activities, are 
also not something that man has always experienced but will likewise continue to 
change along with the further development of society. Because of the progress 
made in science and technology and the continued expansion and deepening of people's 
realms of activities of practice, there are bound to be new forms of practice 
appearing in the future. Limiting forms of practice to a certain few would not 
only confuse the differences between certain different forms of practice and 
substitute one form for another, hence leading to harmful consequences, but also 
tend to hinder the development of people's perception and have people's perception 
of forms of practice immobilized apart frow the development of practice itself.

CURRENT TRENDS IN LEGAL STUDIES OUTLINED

{Text} After the Third Plenary Session of the llth CCP Central Committee and 
following the discussion of the problem of standards for truth and the liberation 
of thought throughout the entire party, there has also been a gradual increase in 
activities among jurists. The Second Session of the Fifth National People's 
Congress passed seven important laws which in an unprecedented way enlivened the 
scene for scholars and students of law. Many previously "forbidden zones" in 
legal studies were broken down, and many new questions were continuously being 
raised. Discussions in the arena of legal studies are now being launched on a 
broad scale and in a penetrating way. In order to better acquaint our readers 
with the various conditions in the field of law, we present here an overview of 
various trends in legal studies in our country, based on the material at hand. 


Restriction of Legal Study Targets to Studying Theories of the State Must be Broken 
Down 


What is the target of legal studies? What should it comprise? In the late fifties 
there was always dispute among jurists. In Soviet Russia at that time political 
science was not considered a special field of study. For a long time the theories 
of the state and of law formed the basic theoretical content of their courses in 
the study of law. We followed by also taking state and law combined as the target 
for the study of law. Later due to the influence of the “leftists” ideological 
trend, the theories of the state displaced substantial legal studies to an even 
greater extent and the study of law was almost completely abolished. 


Recently, jurists submitted this question to a discussion. The majority of com- 
rades were of the opinion that although state and law were born at the same time 
and for the same reasons, and although there is a very close connection between the 
two, they are after all two different social phenomena and each has its own dis- 
tinct sphere. The target of legal studies should be the legal system. In the 
study of law questions of the state will of course be touched upon but only from a 
legal aspect. The point of departure and the scope will be different as compared 
with studying questions of the state in political science. At a symposium on the 
history of the Chinese legal system and of Chinese legal thought held at Changchun 
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last September, one of the subjects of discussion wae the target for the study of 
the history of the legal system, A number of comrades were of the opinion that 

this study should be limited to studying various types of legal systems, their sub- 
stance, characteristics, main contents and developmental laws, and should not com- 
prise constitutional systems, This view breaks down the original pattern concerning 
the target for the study of law; it is a big step forward. 


Different Views on “Law as a Tool for Class Struggle" 


In the past, the view has been held by some that law is merely a tool of class 
struggle (or class repression). After the Second Session of the Fifth National 
People's Congress proclaimed that the oppressor class as a class has already been 
destroyed, jurists voiced different views on the question of the class nature of 
law. 


From reading the articles that are now being published, everybody seems to have the 
feelin, that it is an incomplete view to regard law merely as a tool of class 
struggle. Regardless of whether we deal with socialist law or the law of the 
exploiting class, the law is not merely a tool of class struggle. This is so be- 
cause throughout the history of mankind the law of the exploiting class was 
directed not only against the working people, but also served to regulate internal 
affairs within the ruling class. At present the capitalist countries use law as a 
means to protect their system of private ownership, but on the other hand also to 
regulate the entire social life. As to law in socialist countries, it serves not 
only to suppress the resistance, sabotage and disturbances of hostile classes but 
also, to a much greater extent, to regulate internal conflicts among the people 
and various aspects of relationships in the economic construction of the state. 

If we regard all law merely as a tool of class struggle (or class repression), 
then such laws as the seed law, the forestry law or the law for the protection of 
the environment would also be tools to suppress our class enemy. In theory this 
view would hav >t a leg to stand on and in actual practice it would be extremely 
harmful. 


There is, however, still dispute as to the function of that part of the law that 
has other than class struggle functions, whether it is a manifestation of class 
nature or of social nature. According to one opinion, law must be divided into 
two parts: one part are dictatorial norms of class repression and one part are 
universal norms of social life, such as traffic rules, protection of the natural 
environment, health protection, utilization of outer space, etc. The implementa- 
tion of these legal norms is of benefit to all members of the society. Comrades 
who hold this view regard law as not only of class nature but also of social 
nature. Another opinion regards it as unscientific to split law into two parts, 
one of class nature and one without class nature. 


Trend Toward Acknowledging the Hereditary Nature of Law 


In the early fifties, jurists already launched a hot debate on the question whether 
law is of a hereditary nature. Later in the antirightist struggle, the view that 
law was of a hereditary nature was criticized, and, one step further, people who 
advocated such a view were criticized and the whole question became a "forbidden 














zone." After the smashing of the “gang of four" and the liberation of thought, 
jurists have again taken up the debate of this question. 


Present conditions indicate that although there exist various viewpoints, the 
general trend is to acknowledge hereditary nature in law. The main arguments of 
comrades who hold a different viewpoint is: it is not possible to take over old 
laws with discrimination, they may only serve as reference to draw lessons from, 
because by their class nature and the practical use they had been put to, these 
old lawe are altogether and completely reactionary and must be radically abolished. 
Ae to the old science of law and old legal thought, these are parte of our cultural 
heritage and continuity in these fields may be discussed. Comrades who suggest 
that law is of hereditary nature are of the opinion that the so-called hereditary 
nature of law points to a historical link between the old and the new law. The 
old law, regardless whether of the flourishing or the declining periods, can be 
taken over with discrimination. To use it as reference to draw lessons from is a 
special form of accepting it as an inheritance. Legal norms and legal thought 

are one entity that cannot be split. 


How Are We to Understand "Equality of Citizens Before the Law?" 


The equality of all citizens before the law is clearly stipulated in the 1954 
Constitution and in the law governing the organization of people's courts. This 
principle was later subjected to criticism as it was said to lack class view and 
place counterrevolution and revolution on the same level. After the smashing of 
the “gang of four," jurists broke down this forbidden zone and again validated the 
correctness of the principle. Now the principle has again been written into the 
laws governing the organization of the people's courts and the organization of the 
public procuratorate and has received the support of the broad masses. 


However, there are still many different interpretations of the principle. One 
opinion holds that what this principle points out is that all citizens are equal 
in the application of the law because the law itself reflects the will of the 
people, at the legislative stage the principle cannot possibly treat all social 
classes as equal without discrimination. Another opinion holds that the principle 
is not only one of judicial procedure but also one of legislation because the 
application of the law has as its precondition the compilation of the law (legis- 
lation). Without acknowledgement of the equality of rights and duties of citizens 
in the legislative process, there cannot be equality of all citizens in law. To- 
day even people who have been deprived of their political power must be assured 
of all their other rights in law, such as personal safety, right to work, etc. To 
limit the principle of equality of all citizens to the sphere of judicial pro- 
cedure would therefore not be necessary, it would furthermore even be harmful. 


Raising the Question of Government Organs Not to Place Themselves Above the Law 


Due to the imperfections in the legal system of the past, it has repeatedly 
occurred that organs of the party or the state have placed themselves above the 
law for the reason of their organizational position or being party secretaries. 
Recently some jurists have proposed to solve this problem by reference to experi- 
ences in foreign countries. For instance, prior to World War II, British law did 
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not allow a citizen to go to court for breaches of the law by government organs, 
as a result of which cases of government organs infringing on the rights of 
citizens have occurred repeatedly, After the war, not only did British law allow 
legal action by citizens for breach of law by government organs, but a special 
organ was established for the very purpose of accepting complaints by citizens 
against governwent organs and this organization was also duty bound to investigate 
such complaiuts. In addition administrative courts were set up to settle disputes 
between citizens and government organs. Yugoslavia has adopted similar methods, 
“ffixing legal responsibility to law-breaking governmeit organs and industrial 
organizations as if they were law-breaking individual persons. Article 43 of our 
Constitution stipulates: "The Supreme People's Procuratorate has the right to 
investigate possible infringements of the Constitution or laws by all departments 
of the State Council, local government organs of all levels, personnel of all 
government organs and citizens." In principle this acknowledges that legal 
responsibility will be affixed to any law-breaking government organ in the same 
way as it would be to law-breaking individuals. Jurists have therefore recommended 
that a special organization be set up to handle exposures and accusations by the 
masses against government organs of all levels and against business and industrial 
enterprises that have violated the law, in order to uphold the authority of the 
law. 


Definability of Criminal Offences Affirmed 


The definability of criminal offences is a theory which was put forth when 
capitalism was in the ascendent to combat the despotic judicial procedures and the 
theory of arbitrary sentencing in cases of criminal actions practiced in feudal 
society. The theory of definability demands that a crime can be established as 
having been committed only if the conditions for that crime are met as stipulated 
in law; the judge cannot arbitrarily determine what a crime is and then hand down 
a penal sentence. 


The definabi’ -y of crime has been studied by our jurists as early as before 1957 
and applied in relevant instruction. Later, however, it was criticized and 
condemmed as a "capitalist theory" and as an “escape for criminals from criminal 
responsibility." Propounding the definability of criminal offences was "opposing 
the general and specific policies of the party." The determination of criminal 
offences and the measure of punishment was adjudged without scientific analysis, 
therefore also without norms or standards, and led to great confusion. Especially 
during the time when Lin Biao and the “gang of four" were on the rampage, so-called 
"ideological offences" came into being that had no objective harmful elements, 
"the crime of vicious attack" without any counterrevolutionary purpose being 
discernible, etc., leading to miscarriage of justice on a large scale. 


Learning from this lesson of history, jurists have again set forth the theory of 
the definability of criminal offences, now that the "gang of four” has been 
smashed. Judging from present conditions, this theory has already found universal 
acceptance. In actual judicial proceedings, the influence of this theory of the 
definability of criminal offences has helped bring about redress and rehabilita- 
tion in a great number of cases of miscarriage of justice. 











Great Differences on the Question of “Presumption of Innocence" 


The presumption of innocence was set forth at the time of the bourgeois revolution 
to counter the presumption of guilt in feudal judicial proceedings. This principle 
has had a progressive effect to combat the arbitrariness of feudal judicial pro- 
cedures, Is it still practicable to follow this principle in the criminal 
procedure of a socialist society? In the early fifties jurists have already debat- 
ed this question, later due to the interferences of the "leftist" ideological 
trend, the question was made a forbidden zone. Some comrades have again brought 
up this question today and submitted it to debate among jurists. Judging from the 
present condition of this debate, there are basically two opinions on this question: 
One opinion holds that the bourgeois principle of the assumption of innocence and 
the principle of the assumption of guilt in feudal society only differ in the 
question of innocence and guilt, but are absolutely the same in making an assump- 
tion which is a manifestation of idealism and metaphysics. Not only that, it is 
also incompatible with the principle of basing on facts and the practice of inves- 
tigation, arrest and indictment according to our country's law of criminal pro- 
cedure. As far as the proletariat is concerned, this principle is therefore 
nothing but waste, from content to form, and should be completely repudiated. 
Another opinion holds that the assumption of innocence is concerned with the legal 
position of the accused before sentencing; it does not conflict with the principle 
of basing on facts, the principle of basing on facts furthermore cannot take the 
place of the assumption of innocence. 


Different Proposals as to Separating or Combining Civil Law and Economic Law 


Civil law and economic law both are norms which regulate our country's economic 
relations; they are very closely linked with the socialist economic construction 
and social life. Jurists are all agreed that it is urgently necessary to formlate 
civil law and to strengthen economic legislation. However, how after all should 
civil law and economic law be treated, are they to be treated separately or are 
they to be combined into one? How is content and system of each to be determined? 
These questions are still being explored. 


According to the traditional method, the civil law is a law which mainly regulates 
property relationships. In capitalist countries property is privately owned, 
civil law is therefore treated as belonging into the sphere of “private laws." 
After World War I, when countries participated and meddled in expanding their 
economies, there appeared outside of the civil law a series of economic legisla- 
tion, because the countries tried through legal methods to take an influence on 
competition, prices, credits, etc., as a result of which the borderlines between 
“public law" and “private law" gradually disappeared. However, up to the present 
there has so far not yet appeared in any of the capitalist countries a systematic 
economic law or code, some have only produced laws or practices in certain par- 
ticular areas of economics. Although the relationship of civil law and economic 
law has been repeatedly discussed in the Soviet Union and in Eastern Europe, only 
Czechoslovakia has brought out a code of economic law in addition to its civil 
law, all other countries are still groping about. 
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As to how we should treat the relationship of civil law and economic law, there 
are two suggestions, one for a combination and one for the separation of the two. 
Comrades who advocate the combination hold that both civil law and economic Law 
regulate economic relations, it should therefore be possible to formulate one code 
of economic laws and thus regulate all economic relations. As to the property 
relations between individual citizens that were originally regulated in the civil 
code, they could be determined in a separate law on the rights of citizens. How- 
ever, the majority of comrades believe that it is at present still difficult to 
formulate this kind of unified code of economic law, and they suggest that civil 
law and economic law should be separated; as civil law has been fixed, the various 
economic laws and regulations should also be formated.

ZHANG CHUNQIAO TERMED ‘MAIN CULPRIT' IN LIN-JLANG CASE

[Text] The Special Tribunal, after starting the hearings and after its series 
of interrogations and arguments, is now close to delivering the final sentence. 
Among the 10 accused in this trial of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolu- 
tionary clique, it is particularly Zhang Chunqiao's attitude that has attracted 
special attention. This man, who in his day was the militant mind behind the plot 
and who had engaged in all the phrasemongering for them, refused to admit his 
crimes during the trial; he maintained a stony silence and displayed no reaction 
at all. This abominable performance aroused furious indignation among the public 
in court, but it also gave the people a more thorough understanding of that man's 
true counterrevolutionary features, of his inveterate hatred of the cause of the 
revolution, and of his determined opposition to the people as he stubbornly 
resisted to the very end. This is the final image that the counterrevolutionary 
careerist Zhang Chunqiao has left of himself. 


This is not surprising, because Zhang Chunqiao has for a long time been something 
of a professional gambler, risking everything and defiantly staking his heart and 
soul. He himself said it very clearly: "Win them over if you can; if you can't, 
hack them to pieces." This atrocious and diabolical counterrevolutionary 
conspirator waged a desperate struggle throughout the 10 years of the "Cultural 
Revolution" against the proletarian dictatorship of the People's Republic, against 
the leadership of the party and state, and against the entire people. The 
criminal history of Zhang Chunqiao during the 10 years of turmoil is the history 
of the rise and fall of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary clique. 
All his words and deeds are the epitome of the crimes of this counterrevolutionary 
clique. He told the people unequivocally of the criminal objectives of this 
counterrevolutionary clique, of its conspiratoral measures, of the criminal acts 
and their serious evil effects. Now everything has become exposed to the light of 
day, even the most seamy, most despicable, most unsavory dirty deals. Everything 
has come to light. People can clearly realize the criminal character and the 
brutalities perpetrated by the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary 
clique. Zhang Chunqiao is the prototype for all of this. 
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The Purpose 


When the violent storm of the "Cultural Revolution" broke over the continent of 
China, good and honest people were absolutely unaware of what was going to happen. 
All one saw or heard was the endless hullabaloo let loose by such suddenly inflated 
personalities as Lin Biao, Jiang Qing, Kang Sheng, and Chen Boda as if they had 
gone mad. ne criminal objective of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolu- 
tionary clique was nothing other than to take advantage of this opportunity, 
“unprecedented in history," to usurp party and state power, to overthrow the 
proletarian dictatorship, and to establish their own feudal and fascist dynasty 
which would determine the fate of China. 


Lin Biao's plot was to seize all power on 23 January 1967; in his words: "Power 
must be seized from everyone, regardless of whether they belong to the super- 
structure, the medium levels, or the lower levels, The takeover of power will 
come earlier for some and later for others." 


One day before Lin Biao made this statement, Zhang Chunqiao proclaimed on 22 
January in Shanghai: "From beginning to end, the Great Proletarian Cultural 
Revolution is nothing but the wresting of power, from the basic levels right up 
to the central authorities, all power of the party, of the state, financial, 
cultural and any other power.... 


We are determined to wrest all power," These unequivocal statements already made 
everything very clear, but he was not content and kept repeating again and again 
the revelation of all his intentions. 


In April 1967, when Zhang Chunqiao met Chen Linhu and others in Shanghai, he 
asked: "Do you know what the true objective of the Great Proletarian Cultural 
Revolution is?" Chen replied: "A great maneuver to oppose and be on the defense 
against revisic:'sm..,." Zhang Chunqiao immediately said: "Wrong. The present 
Great Prolet ian Cultural Revolution wants to strike down each and every one of 
those old guys and not to leave a single one of them!" See how ferociously he 
blurted out this talk. 


Words like "wrest all power" and “strike down each and every one of those old 
guys" reveal vividly and thoroughly the whole truth of all the criminal objectives 
of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary clique! 


If we review all of Zhang's wor’ ceeds during the 10 years of turmoil and 
reduce them to one objective, t. » «etive is to bring about a “change of 
dynasty." During the period from 1° ' to 1975 he never stopped preaching this 
lesson to his followers, either when he was praising them in a happy mood or 
when he was reprimanding them in anger. He rattled on endlessly, talking to the 
chiefs of the Shanghai “labor headquarters," talking to Ma Tianshui and to Huang 
Tao; "The Great Cultural Revolution is a change of dynasty," Even as late as 3 
February 1976, Zhang was still waiting for the firecrackers of the Lunar New Year 
to announce "a complete change to a new content of the old New Year couplets." 
Truly an instance of "Keeping something constantly in mind!" 








Actions 


Why was it during those 10 years, when the black clouds rolled back and forth over 
the skies, that the leading cadres at all levels of the party were picked up and 
labeled "renegades," "hidden traitors," enemy agents," "counterrevolutionary 
revisionist elements," and "capitalist roaders?" Why did proletarian revolution- 
aries who had given outstanding service, loyal and devoted cadres, and the innocent 
masses have to grievously suffer all these persecutions as well as all kinds of 
humiliation and insults?! In the face of all the injustices inflicted on a scale 
“unprecendented in history," we, the people of a country with an ancient civiliza- 
tion, are simply stupefied and remain puzzled, even after we ponder this question 
a hundred times, 


Now the true facts have come to light. Engels once said: "Contemptible means are 
absolute proof of contemptible objectives." Since the criminal objectives of the 
Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary clique were to overthrow the people's 
regime of proletarian dictatorship and to strike down without exception all 
leadership in the party, the government, and the military, they would of course 
turn to such means as slander, persecution, murder, and the like. Since they were 
out to condemn people, they were never at a loss to trump up charges! The fixed 
goal of this counterrevolutionary clique never changed. To reach that goal they 
would go to any extreme. 


In the biting cold winter of 1966, it was none other than Zhang Chunqiao who 
carried out clandestine agitation, gave personal confidential briefings, and 
instigated Kuai Dafu to start spreading “overthrow Liu Shaoqi" and "overthrow 
Deng Xiaoping" activities into society, 


From April 1967 to October 1958, it was none other than Zhang Chunqiao who traveled 
around the country selling his ideas and repeatedly making false charges against 
Zhu De, chairman of the Standing Committee of the National People's Congress, 
accusing him of being a "big warlord" and an "old opportunist." 


In October 1974 it was none other than Zhang Chunqiao who, in collusion with 
Jiang Qing, Yao Wenyuan, and Wang Hongwen, secretly plotted to bring false charges 
against comrades Zhou Enlai and Deng Xiaoping in a brazen attemt to go on from 
there, usurp power, and set up a cabinet. 


In Aprii 1976 it was none other than Zhang Chunqiao who took the Fiananmen 
incident as pretext to make false charges against Deng Xiaoping, calling him a 
Nagy, thus replaying the tune that Deng Xiaoping must be overthrown, 


He...instigated people to collect and fabricate incriminating material for 
trumped-up charges against a large group of leaders in the party and state, 

such as Chen Yi, He Long, Ye Jianying, Li Xiannian, Chen Yun, Nie Rongzhen, Li 
Fuchun, Tan Zhenlin, and others; he plotted false accusations against the 
responsible comrades of the Shanghai Municipal Party Committee; he engineered 
counterrevolutionary incidents of seizure of power; and he wantonly suppressed 
the vast number of cadres and the broad masses, In all of these activities there 
was none other than Zhang Chunqiao! 
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It has always been one of the important objectives of this counterrevolutionary 
clique to bring disorder into the military with the preposterous plan of using the 
turmoil for the purpose of seizing military power, Whenever there was any 
Opportunity, they opposed the military and spread disorder among them. On 5 March 
1974, Zhang Chunqiao and Jiang Qing called a meeting with Yu Hutyong, Chen Yading, 
and othere, and Jiang Qing said there: "Comrade Chunqiao, it looks like there will 
be a coup. cultural work among the military is still best left to Yading to 
control. Bring this up at the meeting of the Military Affairs Commission," Zhang 
Chunqiao immediately responded: "Certainly. It will be no problem at all!" 

In this way the evil wind of "set a fire and burn down the prairie" was started 

up again among the military. 


That careerist Zhang Chunqiao always harbored a mentality marked by antipathy and 
gloom, and looked on everything with a kind of fiendish hatred, He had no 
scruples about insulting the vast number of cadres as "a crowd of people without 
one single decent fellow among them." He mouthed such wild talk as: "Unless we 
strike down all the old fellows, how can the young ones rise up?" His words 

were matched by his deeds, and his deeds confirmed his words, To strike down every 
one of the old cadres, to effect "a change of dynasty," to usurp the party and 
steal the state, that is the gist of all of Zhang Chunqiao's actions, and it also 
constitutes the counterrevolutionary guideline of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing 
clique, 


The Troops 


Since the intention was to engage in counterrevolution, there had to be a 
counterrevolutionary secret armed force, On setting up the organization of the Lin 
Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary clique and having this clique take shape, 
Zhang Chunqiao truly expended great efforts. 


Early in 1967, c» the eve of the counterrevolutionary coup in Shanghai, Zhang 
Chunqiao went .o see Wang Hongwen and the other chiefs of the "rebel headquarters" 
for a secret conference. Zhang said there; "I have approved the headquarters of 
the forces in support of the rebel workers, I support you and hope that you will 
also support me," Wang Hongwen immediately indicated: "Chunqiao supported us 

all at the Anting incident; we must heed whatever Chunqiao tells us," The bargain 
was struck, and the counterrevolutionary cause was thus initiated on a partnership 
basis. 


Already in early December 1968, Zhang Chunqiao instructed his trusted aides to 
arrogate for themselves the right to speak for the vast number of cadres and masses 
of Shanghai, "forcefully demanding that the party constitution explicitly name 

Lin Biao as the successor next in line," Zhang later said: "Once this is 
explicitly stated in the party constitution, I am at ease," He also personally 
nominated the sworn followers of Lin Bilao--Wang Weiguo and Chen Liyun-~as alternate 
members of the Central Committee and furthermore revealed to someone what had been 
in his mind, namely: "Lin Biao will certainly be highly pleased with my 
recommendation of these two men,” 


This is how the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary clique was born, 
How utterly disgusting was this sinister kingdom of theirs; a glimpse of it can

be seen by looking at the various activities in which they engaged around Jiang 
Qing to cover up her scandalous paat, 


In June 1967, Zhang Chunqiao took it upon himself to personally intimidate Zheng 
Junli to hand over all material about Jiang Qing during the 1930's. Later he aleo 
ordered his henchmen to detain, interrogate, isolate, and investigate 18 personali- 
ties of literary and art circles, Again, 4 months later, Jiang Tengjaio was 
ordered by Wu Paxian to organize a band pretending to be Red Guards. They 
ransacked the homes of Zheng Junli and others, In order to get on good terms with 
Jiang Qing, Zhang Chunqiao instituted brutal persecutions of all cadres and people 
who had contact with Jiang Qing in her earlier past=-persecutions that were 
shocking and appalling. 


Zhang Chunqiao's conspiratorial means were particulary marked in hie secretly 
directing the secret agent organization, the You Xuetao group. His private 
directives to You Xuetao that year make this abundantly clear: "You must be care- 
ful and circumapect. Don't involve too many people--only those who are absolutely 
reliable. Be watchful, if you spy into others’ affairs, for the others may also 
try to spy into your affaires." This is a marvelous self-confession! He wanted 
carefulness as well as circumspection, These are really repetitious and insistent 
exhortations, The sinister inside story of this secret agent organization is not 
a bit different from the large and small naval forces that Lin Liguo manipulated 
under his direct command, That secret agent methods could unexpectedly be 
practiced in the territory of our People's Democratic Republic, that people were 
secretly shadowed, kidnapped, and illegally arrested, that illegal detention 
houses were operated and confessions were extorted by torture, all this thoroughly 
reveals the counterrevolutionary intentions of Lin Biao, Jiang Qing, and company 
of setting up a fascist dictatorship in China. These methods were frightening even 
to Zhang Chunqiao's loyal henchman Xu Jiangxian, who once told You Xuetao heavy- 
heartedly: "Your methods look somewhat like those of an espionage agency.... 

If you give people a handle to accuse Zhang Chunqiao of operating a secret agent 
organization in Shanghai, that might become a big problem." 


Zhang Chunqiao is the main culprit in the case against the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing 
counterrevolutionary clique. With the aim of overthrowing the proletarian 
dictatorship and the socialist system, he organized and led a counterrevolutionary 
clique, engaged in a great number of criminal acts, and did extremely grave 

damage to the state and the people. Leaving aside for the moment the disaster 
that that band inflicted on the entire nation by its massacres and rebellions, 

as well as the serious consequences of brutalities and persecutions against party 
and state leaders, which are all well known, it is something truly startling and 
shocking merely to list part of the harm done by Zhang Chunqiao's criminal 
actions. 


Due to the directives and instigations from Zhang Chunqiao, and also from Yao 
Wenyuan, Wang Hongwen, and others, 17 Shanghai municipal party secretaries, 
standing committee members, mayors and deputy mayors were falsely labeled "rebels," 
"enemy agentc," and "“counterrevolutionaries." Mayor Cao Huoqiu and Deputy Mayor 
Jin Zhonghua succumbed to their persecutions.

Zhang Chunqiao directly manipulated and directed the You Xuetao group, which 
specialized in secret agent activities and wrongful prosecutions, as a result of 
which 183 cadres and other people were subjected to persecutions, 


Zhang Chunqiao directed Wang Hongwen and others to create the armed disturbance in 
Shanghai's Kengping Street, where 91 people were wounded, 


Zhang Chunqiao and Yao Wenyuan supported Wang Xiaoyu in creating an armed 
“taturbance in Jinan, where 388 persons were arrested and incarcerated, 


Zhang Chunqiao's criminal hands have long been tainted with the fresh blood of our 
revolutionaries! 


He Laughed Too Soon on Tiananmen Square 


Zhang Chunqiao's sinister criminal image has had the attention of the broad masses 
from erly times, Even at the beginning of his rise to power, his sinister 
counterrevolutionary intentions were well recognized. The people of Shanghai rose 
several times in movements to “bombard Zhang Chunqiao." Then in 1976, around the 
time Premier Zhou Enlai passed away, the "gang of four" stepped up its pace to 
usurp the party and steal the state, Their counterrevolutionary features then 
became completely exposed, and the broad masses gained a more distinct view of the 
looks of a traditional “traitorous court official" in the person of Zhang Chunqiao. 
At that time a tide of denunciations of the "gang of four" arose everywhere, from 
Nanjing to Shanghai, from the capital city to Beijing to every town and village 

in our fatherland. The 5 April movement broke with a fierce temper and the 
spearhead of the struggle pointed directly at this counterrevolutionary clique that 
had brought calamity to the country and people, The Chinese people then and there 
wrote a new glorious chapter in the history of their heroic struggles. 


In the decisive -ttle of this historic era, Zhang Chunqiao showed his true 
ferocious fer res, and his insane frenzy became even more evident, He gnashed 
his teeth, shouted for "suppression of the counterrevolutionaries" and for 
"murder," and fiercely swooped down on the people. 


In a letter to his son which Zhang Chunqiao wrote on 18 April 1976, he fully 
revealed his fiendish mind: "This was quite an exciting month for me, I 

stirred things up everywhere, from Nanjing to Tiananmen Square. On 5 April, on my 
way to the Great Congress Hall at noon, it was like looking with my own eyes at 
the Hungarian incident. I saw it quite clearly through binoculars. I called 
Deng Xiaoping a Nagy to his face.... Luckily I was privileged to see the ugly 

last days of that Nagy and got a full measure of rage out of my system,..,. Now 
the general situation has stabilized and we are expanding the scope of our 
victory." One can imagine how satisfied Zhang Chunqiao felt when he wrote that 
letter; it was as if the whole world belonged to then. 


A thief has his purpose in mind, but history is merciless in its judgment. He 
laughs best who laughs last. Even though Zhang Chunqiao imagined he would 

gain everything, even though he had readied his troops at an early date and had 
set up an armed band of followers in a vain attempt to "use rifle barrels against 











pen shafte (meaning: for the counterrevolution)" and even though he had atirred 
up an armed rebellion in Shanghai, all thie could not save them from destruction. 
Finally, Zhang Chunqiao was brought to trial before the tribunal of history. 
Although he maintained a stony silence in court and put on a fierce mien, his 
innermst thoughts and feelings in hie defeat must truly have been: "Can't cut 
it off; ell reason seems confused....

[Text] Recently I came across the “public opinion survey" of a plant. One of 
the questions was “What is your ideal?" The anewer was: “I find the revolu- 
tionary ideal hollow. Only the visible and tangible material benefit is use- 
ful.” This idea is representative among some people. It poses a problem to 
us: Does man need ideals? Is it alright to have just “material benefit" 
without an ideal? 


Ideal refers to the enthusiastic pursuit of and a firm faith in some sort of 
goal. In terms of an individual, a great ideal will cultivate noble senti- 
ments and create a tremendous spiritual force. As stated by Comrade Mao Ze- 
dong, man must have some spirit. Such spirit includes the revolutionary 

ideal. In the cruel revolutionary war years, how were our many revolutionary 
warriors and -vlutionary masses able to struggle relentlessly against power- 
ful enemies uader an extremely difficult environment, stepping into the breach 
as another fell? Why were our innumerable revolutionary patriots able to be 
fearless on the enemy's execution ground and look upon death calmly? Precisely 
because they had a noble ideal: The dark old China would be destroyed, the 
shining new China would be born, and the magnificent communism would be 
realized in the whole world.

Be- 
cause they considered the pursuit of pleasure the greatest joy in life, did 
not others take the dangerous path and follow the criminal road of corruption 
and theft when their normal income failed to satisfy their material desires? 
Furthermore, if a person has no revolutionary ideal, even when the “visible 
and tangible" material benefit becomes ever richer, he will still feel 
extremely hollow and depressed and suffer from the lack of spiritual sustenance. 
In Western Europe, Japan and the United States where material civilization is 
highly developed, some young people, because of their extremely empty spiritual 
life, have turned into “hippies,” or even donned the vestments to become 
clergymen. They admire the socialist China, finding that, though its material 
life is not prosperous, everyone has ideals, a future and a rich spiritual 
life. All these fully explain that if a person thinks only of "material bene- 
fit," without ideals, he will get nowhere. 


The issue of ideals, in the final analysis, the issue of a person's life and 
world philosophies, i.e., the reason for living and the reason for struggling.

POPULATION GROWTH ( ‘OL SAID BENEFICIAL IN LIBERATING WOMEN 
Beijing RENMIN RIBAO in Chinese 20 Jan 81 p 5

and Further Liberating the Women of Our Nation"] 


[Text] Control] of population growth is beneficial for the rapid el imina- 
tion of the economic factors in inequality between men and women, for the 
rapid elevation and broadening the material and cultural living standards 
of women and for creating the conditions for the socialization and 
modernization of housework. We must change the tranditional feudal view 
of “men being respected and women being considered inferior." All of these 
factors are of assistance in promoting the further liberation of the women 
of our nation and of realizing actual equality between men and women. 


In the old China, the broad masses of women were subjected to severe 
oppression. In addition to being subjected to oppression by the three big 
mountains, they were also subjected to the oppression of the husband's 
rights. They did not have freedom of marriage, and, economically, they 
were dependent on their husbands. Within the family, they were placed in 
the position of giving birth to and raising children and of being servants. 
The unequal rights of men and women in such siverse areas as government, 
education and employment have been specified legally and many of them have 
become long-established customs. The low position of women in the old 
China was the result of the old relations of production and of prolonged 
feudal control. If the old social relationships are not changed, women 
cannot obtain liberation. 


The victory of the democratic revolution in China and the establishment of 
the new China brought to an end several thousand years of oppression of 
women in China. In regard to their historical position of enslavement, 
the constitution of our nation specifies: “Women enjoy rights equal to 
those of men in political, economic, cultural, social and family life. Men 
and women enjoy equal pay for equal work." The new marriage law which has 
recently been implemented further assures the equality of men and women in 
the areas of marriage and family. The political position that women have 
reached in China is incomparable to that in any of the most advanced

capitalist nations. At the Fifth National People's Congress, there were 
653 women representatives, or 22.5% of the total number of representatives. 
This figure is from 10 to 20 times the number of women representatives in 
the representative bodies of England, the United States and Japan, with the 
proportion of women representatives also being far higher by several times, 





At presen., there has been a very great improvenent in the position of 
women in China in political and legal terms. However, because economics 
and culture are undeveloped and have been subjected to the pee 

in ences of feudalism, there are stil) vestiges of inequality between men 
and women in many matters. There are at the least three conditions that 
must be created for the further liberation of the women of China: (1) the 
realization of socialist modernization in our nation; (2) decrease of the 
burden on women of large numbers of children and widespread imp] ementation 
of the socialization of housework labor; and (3) and elimination of the 
vestiaqes of the feudal way of thinking or revering men and disparaging 
womcs. Control of population growth is of positive significance for the 
creation of these three conditions. 


First, control of population growth is beneficial for the rapid elimination 
of the economic factors in the inequality between men and women. The 
subborn persistence in our nation today of the way of thinking that 
reveres men while disparaging women has its social, ideological and 
historical causes. However, the economic causes are the most important. 
One aspect is that the tools of production in our nation are backward. In 
particular is the fact that manual labor is still the dominant factor in 
production and livelihood in many of our rural areas. In this type of 
labor , women are generally not as good as men for phsyiological reasons. 

In addition, national economic sectors in which the strong points of our 
nation's women can be displayed, such as the light textiles industries and 
scientific, « ‘tural and educational, health and service enterprises are 
not devele d, thus limiting the scope of participation in social labor by 
women. In the long view, true equality between men and women can only be 
achieved by bringing about the mechanization and automation of heavy manual 
labor (in agriculture in particular). Control of population growth will 
clearly be beneficial in accelerating this process. Concretely speaking, 
control of population growth is an important step in bringing about 
equality between men and women because the increased funds resulting from 
the decrease in new children to be reared can be used to carry out the 
technological transformation of the various sectors of our national 
economy and to increase fixed assets, while, at the same time, the decrease 
in new labor power can lead to a rapid increase in the extent of tech- 
nological equipment among the laborers. 


Second, controlling population growth is beneficial for tie rapid improvement 
of the material and cultural standard of living of the broad masses of 
women, creating for them the conditions for the full display of their 
intelligence and wisdom. Our nation has a large population with a poor 
foundation. The reason that the standard of living of the people is low, 


particularly in the rural areas, is that our commodity economy, our public 





utilities and our service enterprises are not developed with the result that 
most of the heavy burdens of live fall on women so that all of their energy 
and time are employed in the mos? basic demands of life. Under these 
Circumstances, a considerable portion of women have almost no cultural life, 
not even to speak of hobbies. A standard of living of this kind affects 
their physical and mental health and also limits their field of vision and 
and their development of their capabilities. Sy implementing family 
planning, the numbers of children in individual families decreases. By this 
means, it is possible to assure a gradual elevation in the actual standard 
of living of the family and lead to great changes in the physical health and 
mental outlook of the broad masses of women. 


Third, control of population growth creates the conditions for the 
socialization and modernization of household labor. By controlling popula- 
tion growth, funds and material resources can be made available for use in 
expanding production of consumer goods that can take the place of household 
labor (for example, food processing plants and clothing factories), in 
expanding public utilities and setting up various types of life service 
enterprises. In this way, the supply of labor-saving, time-saving highly 
effective and cheap modernized household utensils to rural and urban 
families can be accelerated. These include washing machines, electric 
refrigerators and sewing machines. All of these can lead to the liberation 
of the women of our nation from strenuous household labor. 


The men and women of our nation are completely equal under the law. However, 
legal equality is not actual equality. oe population growth will 
be of assistance in bringing about the actual equality of men and women. 


The actual inequality of men and women in our nation is first manifested in 
employment and education. Of the 270 million women in the old China, there 
were only 600 thousand women workers, a figure amounting to about 7.5% of 
the total labor force. The proportion of men to women workers was about 

12 to 1. By 1979, the number of women workers was in excess of 30 million, 
with women accounting for the majority of workers in many industries. In 
the textile industry and in the sectors of fine arts and handicrafts and 
medicine and health women account for more than half of the workers. Farm 
women, who account for the greatest part of the labor force, are called 
"half the sky." Although there has been a basic change in employment among 
women, actual inequality still exists. This inequality is indicated by the 
fact that up to the present there are only half as many women workers as men 
workers and that there are still very few women among the leaders of our 
national organs, industries and enterprise units and among university 
professors and high-level technical personnel. While women elementary and 
middle school teachers account for one-half the number of teachers at those 
levels, women account for only 26% of assistant professors and lecturers at 
the college level. 


There was very little opportunity for women to receive an education in the 
old China, more than 90% of them being illiterate. Of our population of 
500 million persons at the time of the liberation, only a pitifully small 
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number was in school, there being 117 thousand college students, | million 
40 thousand middle school students and 24 million 390 thousand elementary 
school pupils. However, there were even fewer women students. In the year 
during which there was the maximum number of women students before the 
liberation, women accounted for only one-fourth of elementary school pupils, 
one-fifth of middle school pupils and 17.8% of college students. In our 
nation touay, there are 140 million college students and more than 60 
million middle school students. The figure of more than 100 million college 
students is many times greater than that before the liberation. Although, 
legally, men and women have an equal opportunity to receive educations, 
girls account for less than half the number of elementary school pupils, 
with the percentage falling to 40% at the middle school level. At the 
college level, women account for only about one-fourth of the number of 
students. This is inequality in fact. 


There are many factors leading to inequality between men and women in 
enp!oyment and education. However, one of the most important is population 
increase. Since the liberation, the average annual birthrate in our nation 
has been 20 million persons, during which time there were 10 years in which 
it was in excess of 25 million. From a macroscopic point of view, so rapid 
a growth of population cannot but exceed the capacity of the nation for 
disposition of employment as well as the capacity of schools at the 
various levels to accommodate these numbers. From a microscopic point of 
view, a high household population is bound to create difficulties in 
respect to household finances. In families with large numbers of children, 
some of the children will not be able to go on to higher levels of 
schooling or may have to leave school in order to help with labor at home 
or to take part in labor to supplement the family income. At present, more 
than 90% of the school-age children in our nation can enter elementary 
school. However, only 60% complete the give years of study and graduate, 
with 30% of * > - giving up their studies. Under the influence of the 
feudal vie and social custom of revering men and disparaging women that at 
present still exists in our nation, it is very much to be expected that the 
number of women among the school-age population who drop out of school or 
among the population of employable age who are looking for work will be 
greater than the number of men. Population growth is obviously not 
beneficial to the further liberation of the women of our nation. If 
population growth is vigorously controlled, there will be great decreases in 
the numbers of people born each year, the nation will have the capacity to 
absorb larger numbers of school-age young men and women into schools at all 
levels and individual families will be better able to be sure that their 
children will be able to stay in school until they graduate. Further, it 
will be possible to place the young men and women of working age who have 
graduated from school of various levels in work positions in a planned way. 
As conditions continue in this way, inequality between men and women in 
education and employment will gradaully be eliminated. 





Another important aspect of the actual inequality between men and women in 
our nation is that there is too much household labor. Moreover, the amount 
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of household labor is determined to a great extent by the number of children 
that are born, Mothers with large numbers of children and mothers with smal] 
numbers of children are clearly burdened with differing degrees of housework. 
In the over twenty years since liberation, the average number of children 
born per woman has been about five. This cannot but be the major reason 
that a portion of the women of our nation has been burdened by housework. 
Secondly, as natural vocations, women must assume various maternal duties 
ch as pregnancy and giving birth to, nursing and rearing children that 
© anot be replaced by child care centers, kindergartens and extensive 
© cial services and many of which must still be borne by women, Speaking in 
rms of the demands of women for liberation, the women of our nation must 
-onsciously limit their own childbearing. Otherwise, the extent and depth 
to which they can take part in social production and social activity will 
be limited and it will not be possible to truly eliminate the actual 
inequality between men and women. 





To put family planning into practice and control population growth it will be 
necessary to criticize the way of thinking of revering men and disparaging 
women, Family pianning in our nation is carried out primarily through 
persuasion and education. An inportant aspect of it will be to change the 
traditional feudal view of "respecting men and considering women to be 
inferior" and to carry out propaganda to the effect that giving birth to a 
boy or to a girl is the same. On this point, propaganda for family planning 
and propaganda for the liberation of women are completely consistent with 
each other. 


In the sphere of rearing children, revering men and disparaging women is not 
merely a problem of ways of thinking, it is also a practical problem. In 
addition to the general provisions of Article 53 of our nation's constitution 
in respect to equal rights for men and women, equal pay for equal work for 
men and women and safeguards for marriage, family, mothers and children on 
the part of the state, there are also other concrete legal provisions. For 
example, the new marriage law, which went into effect on New Year's Day of 
this year, coniains many clauses relating to equality between men and 
women in family relationships. These include, for example the following 
statements. "The positions of husband and wife in the family are equal." 
"Both husband and wife must undertake the duty of family planning." 
"The property acquired by a husband and wife during the course of their 
marriage is owned in common by the husband and wife; .... the husband and 
wife have equal rights of disposition of the property they hold in common." 
"A husband and wife have the obligation to provide for each other." 
"Children have the obligation to support and assist their parents." 
"Children may take the surname of their father or they may take the surname 
of their mother." “After a marriage has been registered, upon the agreement 
of both the man and the woman, the woman may become a member of the man's 
household or the man may become a member of the woman's household." In 
addition, there are also provisions relating to equal rights of men and 
— to varying degrees in respect to labor, education and allocation of 
using. 
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All of the clauses providing for the legal equality of men and women must be 
thoroughly implemented in actual life. If this is done, inevitably we will 
gradually eliminate the way of thinking in which men are revered and women 
are disparaged as well as various concrete misgivings. This will be 
advantageous to the favorable development of family planning, and, from an 


objective standpoint, will further promote the liberation of the women of 
China.

END TO OLD CONCEPT THAT MEN ARE SUPERIOR TO WOMEN URGED

That Men are Superior to Women") 


[Text] In our society, one often encounters the following phenomenon: When 
a boy is born, the family is happy, but when a girl is born the family is 
depressed. This is the old concept of “men being superior to women" making 
trouble. 


In the old traditional concept, it was held that only males could continue 
the family line and that females could not do this. This is a false 
concept that arose in the society when the means of production were under 
private pwnership and in which men were dominant for a long period. In 
fact, both men and women can continue the family line. Modern genetics 
has indicated that maternal genes have a much greater influence on the 
succeeding generation than paternal genes. The use of the fact that 
children take their surnames from their father and not from their mother 
to show that only men can continue the family line is yet another reflection 
of the central position of men. If we cast aside the old concept that 
"men are superior to women" and establish a new concept that “men and 
women are equal," then the custom of succeeding generations taking the 
surname of either the father or the mother will naturally be established. 


In the old traditional concep*, it was held only males could inherit their 
father's property and establish a household and that if a male child was 
not born then one was “childless.” This was also a product of the system 
of private ownership and of the male monopoly of the right of inheritance of 
private property. In a socialist society in which the means of production 
are publicly owned, both men and women workers are the owners of the means 
of production and receive equal pay for equal work. The property that they 
have accumulated through hard work can be passed on not only to their 

sons but also to their daughters. The laws of the nation stipulate that 
both male and female citizens have the right to inherit property. For this 
reason, in our society, a woman can also establish a household and inherit 
= — property. There is no such thing as the problem of being 
"childless." 
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In the old traditional concept, it was held that one “bore a son to take care 
of one in old age and that one bore a daughter to marry off," Thus, it was 
held that only a male child could look after a parent to the end and that a 
female child could not fulfill this mission, Today, we are living ina 
socialist society in which we can change this custom by proposing that the 
woman -ar go to the man's family or the man can go to the woman's family. 
The husband and wife have an equal position within the family and enjoy 

the same rights and obligations. Both elderly men and elderly women should 
receive the same respect, consideration, care and support so that they will 
be provided for in their old age and live out their late years happily. At 
the same time, with the expansion of production in our nation, there will 
certainly be improvement in the people's livelihood and great development 
of social welfare and social insurance programs so that the society as a 
whole will have the conditions and strength to adopt various concrete 
measures to assure the elderly of happy and contented lives. 


There are some people who hold that men have greater physical strength than 
women so that men should be considered superior to women. Because of their 
differing physiological characteristics, men and women differ somewhat in 
physical strength. Generally speaking, a man is somewhat stronger than a 
woman of the same age. This is a fact. However, it is not correct to 
conclude that “men are superior to women" solely because men have somewhat 
greater physical strength than women. Men and women each have their own 
Strong points and shortcomings but these are not absolute. To say that 

men have greater physical strength is to say nothing more than that their 
relative economic income is somewhat greater. However, the economic 
Significance of this greater physical strength is temporary. As the 
development from manual labor to mechanization and automation proceeds and 
as the difference between physical labor and mental labor decreases, the 
Significance of physical strength will gradually be eliminated. 


The idea .nat “men are superior to women" is purely a false concept handed 
down from the old society. We must cast it away and establish a new 
concept of the equality of men and women.

SICHUAN ASSIGNS WORK TO FOREIGN LANGUAGE TEACHERS

[Text] According to the statistics of the Sichuan Provincial Personnel Bureau, 
by the end of November, most of the misemployed and unemployed foreign language 
personnel in the province were returned to their profession and assigned work. 


Ninety-seven foreign language personnel in the province, or 86.4 percent of the 
misemployed, were returned to their profession, and 338 unemployed, or 90.2 
percent of the employable, were assigned work. Among those returned to their 
profession and assigned work, 293 of them became middle school teachers, 27 
were transferred to teach in newly built institutions of higher learning and 
115 were assigned to scientific research, foreign affairs and tourist units. 


In readjusting and employing such misemployed and unemployed personnel this 
year, Sichuan province considered not only their academic background and 
experience, but gave an examination for evaluation by experts, before select- 
ing the superior and assigning them work. In the examination this time, 1964 
senior middle school graduates Luo Wenpeng [5012 2429 7720] and Liu Zhengquan 
[0491 2973 2938], English teachers of the Luzhou city middle school run by the 
people, won first and third places respectively in Yibin prefecture. They were 
transferred to teach in the second municipal middle school in Luzhou city. Be- 
sides teaching senior middle English in the school, they were also assigned to 
teach English in the foreign language teacher training classes of the municipal 
teacher training school. In the course of readjusting and making assignments, 
the various areas also gave attention to ideological-political work. In regard 
to those who were unwilling to work in scientific research and foreign affairs 
units or to teach, who preferred teaching in colleges and universities rather 
than in middle schools, or who wished to work in big cities rather than prefec- 
tures and counties, they were helped to improve their understanding, so that 
the majority of them accepted their new posts cheerfully. Those who failed the 
examination were given enthusiastic help, assigned temporary work and encouraged 
to continue their studies and improve themselves.

FOREIGNERS HIRED TO TRAIN ENGLISH TEACHERS

for Higher Schools"] 


[Text] Reporter Leng Quanqing [0397 6898 3237] reported that, to improve the 
professional level of English teachers of higher schools, the Ministry of Edu- 
cation, with the support of the Foreign Experts Bureau of the State Council, 
hired 75 foreign teachers with relatively high English language level and 
certain teaching experience to train teachers at training points in 24 colleges 
and universities throughout the country for English language specialization 
courses in higher schools and public English classes. Each session of the 
training classes lasts 6 months, with a total of 6 sessions, training 900 plus 
teachers per session. In 3 years, more than 1/3 of the higher school English 
teachers will have undergone training. Currently, classes have started at the 
various training points. 


The training classes give priority to improving the practical ability in Eng- 
lish, accompanied with training in the method of teaching English, knowledge 
in literature and language and teaching of scientific and technical English. 
Those to undergo training are young and adult backbone teachers with a certain 
teaching experience and able to receive direct instructions from the foreign 
teachers. 


Many foreign teachers are conscientious and responsible in teaching. Many 
trainees report that they have improved relatively rapidly in the training 
classes, not only in reading, understanding, speaking, writing and knowledge 
of language and literature, but also in the method of teaching. 
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
